By police count 1.036 people 
have been killed and 2,774 woun- 
ded since the fighting erupted Jan 
30, The battles have forced 40 per 
cent of the enclave's one million 
population to flee to safer areas 
or leave the country. 

The reported rejection of the 
Vatican's initiative was a setback 
for efforts to break the deadlock 
in the Arab League's peace effort 
to end Lebanon’s 15-year-old 
civil war between Christians and 
Muslims. 

Aoun loday released 37 rival 
Lebanese Forces militiamen 
taken prisoner during nearly five 
months of a fierce power struggle 
between the warring factions. 

Officials said the militia mem- 
bers, who were held in under- 
ground jails, were handed over to 
officials of the International 
Committee of the Red Cross in 
the town of Kfarshima southeast 
of Beirut. 

Sources close to Aoun called 
on Geagea to follow suit and 
release some kidnapped army 
troo ps.

$10b Japan plan 

TOKYO. June 16. (AP): Japan is proposing a 1.6 trillion yen ($10.8 
billion) greenery project to help stop expansion of the southern Sahara 
desert, an official said today. 

Under the 30-year plan unveiled by the forestry agency, trees would be 
planted in a 3, 500- km (2,100-mile) “greenery defence belt” along the 
Niger river from lake Chad in the east of river Senegal in the west to block 
the southward advance of the Sahara desert. 

The project also calls for development of farms and villages at 56 
locations in the region to boost food production to meet the needs of 40 
million people, said an agency official who spoke on condition of 

anonymity. , _ 

The greenery belt also would be designed to support forest develop- 
ment and irrigate form land, he said.

Focus on EEC role in Mideast peace 


KUWAIT, June 16,(AP): Irish Foreign Mini- 
ster Gerard Collins discussed with Kuwaiti 
leaders today the role the European Econ- 
omic Community cun play to help the Middle 
East peace process, informed sources said. 

Collins, current chairman of the EEC min- 
isterial council, held separate meetings with 
HH the Amir, Sheikh Jaber A1 Ahmed AI 
Sabah, HH the Crown Prince and Prime Min- 
ister Sheikh Saad AI Abdullah AJ Sabah and 


Foreign Minister Sheikh Sabah AI Ahmed. 

The discussions focused in particular on the 
Soviet Jewish immigration to Israel and Arab 
fears that they will be setlled in Israeli- 
occupied territories said the sources who 
requested anonymity. The takeover of a 
hawkish government in Israel which has 
vowed to crush the Palestinian uprising in 
these territories was also discussed. 

“We reviewed Europe's altitude toward the 


perils implicit in the Soviet Jewish emigration 
to occupied territories ... we found extreme 
understanding in the EECs pari for thisques- 
lion ...” said Sheikh Sabah to reporters foll- 
owing the talks. 

Collins said he briefed the K-uwaiti leaders 
on ihe outcome of the recent EEC's minis- 
terial council meeting which stressed the need 
for ”a just, comprehensive and durable solu- 
tion for the Palestinian question ."

"There will be no relaxation in our resolve to extend political, 
moral and diplomatic support to the Kashmiri people as their 
cause is our cause,” Foreign Minister Sahabzada Yaqub Khan 
told parliament during a budget debate.

COLOMBO, June 16, (Agen- 
cies): The Sri Lankan government 
and Tamil rebels today agreed to 
flu uDconditional end to. fighting 
that has raged for neariya week 
and left more than 450 dead, 
government sources said. 

The agreement, which was to 
take effect at 6 pm today, was 
readied after seven hours of 
negotiations between Justice 
Minister Shako! Harmed, the 
government’s chief siegotiator, 
and leaders of the Liberation 
Tigers of Tamil Eelam, govern- 
ment somces said. 

Hameed telephoned Colombo 
with the news from the northern 
port town of Jaffna, 180 miles 
(300km) north of Colombo, where 
the negotiations were held at a 
heavily guarded rebel office, the 
sources said. 

Hameed said the government 
and Tigers agreed on an ancoo- 
ititional ceasefire and that he and 
rebel leaders would later tom- 
areas where fighting occurred to 
see what could be done to restore 
normalcy, the sources said. 

The two sides aim agreed to 
resolve all outstanding issues 
through negotiations, the sources 
said. 

They said Hameed was expec- 
ted to return to 0 k capital tonight. 

Fighting erupted on Tuesday in 
Sri Lanka’s northern and eastern 
provinces, home to most of the 
nation’s three-miltion-strong 
TamO minority . 

The government and the Tigers 
agreed to a ceasefire earlier in the 
week, hot the agreement failed 
and fighting spread to many areas 
in the northern and eastern provin- 
ces. 

On Saturday, heavy fighting 
continued around Trincomalee, 
135 miles (215 km) northeast of 
Colombo, and m the east coast’s 
Batticakw district where soldiers 
battled to regain control of a num- 
ber or potice stations captured by 
the rebels and to stop attacks on at 
least three military camps, the 
sources said. 

Casualty figures were not 
available. 

The somces said that 23 army 
commandos were killed mid 11 
others wounded last night during 
fighting near Muttra-, about 14 
miles (22 km) south of Trin- 
comalee. 

At least 450 soldiers, police, 
rebels and dvilians have been 
killed hi this week’s lighting. The 
dead included about 175 police 
officers captured and later lolled 
by rebels, poBce and military som- 
ces said.

Mumtaz Ra there of Benazir’s 
Pakistan People’s Party told 
reporters in the state capital 
Muzaffarabad that Islamabad 
rather than the state government 
must raise the Kashmir issue at 
international forums like the 
United Nations.

In Srinagar, Indian authorities 
briefly lifted a curfew- on the old 
city loday to let an estimated 
600,000 residents buy food and 
other necessities after being con- 
fined to (heir homes for four con- 
secutive days. 

Stores in the old city did brisk 
business and residents talked of 
harassment and house-to-house 
searches by the Indian army dur- 
ing the curfew. 

A “civil curfew" called by 
Muslim Kashmiri militants also 
ended today, allowing shops and 
restaurants in the main commer- 
cial district to open for the first 
time in three days. 

50diein Nigeria

LAGOS, June 16, (Reuter): Fifty 
children were killed and many 
injured when a school collapsed in 
eastern Nigeria, according to today’s 
newspaper reports. 

The reports from Port Harcourt, 
500 km (3 1 5 miles) east ofLagos, said 
as many as 200 youngsters and tea- 
chers may have been inside the saque 
comprehensive college at the time of 
the accident on Friday afternoon . 

National radio confirmed at least 
25 dead and said there would be an 
official inquiry. 

Correspondent Evans Os of the 
Vanguard newspaper reported see- 
ing 47 corpses. He raid hospitals were 
treating 80 injured victims and 60 
more were feared buried under rub- 
ble.

States: 
Iraq on 
collision 
course 

WASHINGTON, June 16. 
(Reuter): The Bush administra- 
tion said yesterday Iraq was on a 
collision course with the West 
because of its efforts to develop 
nuclear and chemical weapons 
and a “super gun," but that trade 
sanctions would not be effective 
against Baghdad. 

“Iraq has demonstrated a 
willingness to go to great lengths 
to develop non-con ventional 
weapons," Assistant Secretary 
of Slate Richard Kelly said. 

** In that respect, Iraq is placing 
itself on a collision course not 
just with the United Slates but 
with the rest of the industrialised 
world.” 

“Iraq will quickly reach a 
point at which its genuine econ- 
omic development aims will be 
hampered by its clandestine 
attempts to procure exotic and 
non-con ventional weapons from 
the West," he told the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee. 

But Kelly said US trade sanc- 
tions would not be effective 
because Baghdad could import 
from elsewhere, and other coun- 
tries would noL join in an 
embargo. 

The United Sates exported SI 
billion in agricultural com- 
modities to Iraq in 1989 and this 
year has provided $500 million in 
commodity credit guarantees. In 
addition, the US Export-Import 
Bank provides credit insurance 
of $200 million to US exporters 
to Iraq. 

Senator Nancy Kassebaum. a 
Kansas Republican, criticised a 
lack of response to its alleged 
attempts .to acquire nuclear and 
chemical weapons materials. 

“It just makes me weep that we 
are not doing more to bring this 
to the world’s attention.” she 
said. 

Kelly said the United States 
had talked to Lhe Europeans 
about agricultural sanctions 
against Iraq but they said “we 
have our exports to think of.” 



North Korea will not support Manila rebels 


MANILA, June 16, (AP): North Korea has assured the 
Philippines it will ribt support rebels fighting the govern- 
ment of President Corazon Aquino and hopes for better 
relations between the two countries. 

The assurances were contained in a letter from North 
Korean Vice-Prime Minister Kim Dal Hayon to Aquino 
brought to Manila by a group of Filipino legislators who 
visited North Korea June 7-12.

Corazon Aquino vowed yesterday to 
pursue her controversial land reform 
programme and said her administra- 
tion has already distributed more land 
than the government of the late Ferdin- 
and Marcos. 

In a speech marking the second year 
of the comprehensive agrarian refomi 
programme, Aquino said 429,276 farm 
plots had been distributed to 315.817 
landless rice and com farmers in 1988 


and 1989, and another 1 7,916 had been 
distributed during the first quarter of 
1990. 

She said this compared with the 13- 
year record of less than 1 50,000 plots 
distributed to about 23,000 tenants by 
the previous administration. The Mar- 
cos government was toppled in a 
popular revolt in 1986 that installed 
Aquino as president 

Aquino said her government’s land 
reform programme includes all private 


and public lands. 

“National interest dictates that we 
pursue agrarian reform with the vigour 
and zeal we bad when we began,”

successful implementation is our long- 
term guarantee of national economic

BUCHAREST, June 16, (AP): 
Viorel Budulacu, beaten up dur- 
ing a crackdown on anti-govern- 
ment demonstrations, says he 
suffered more than cuts and 
bruises. He also lost his idealism. 

“The only chance is to defect 
— flee from Romania," said the 
25-year-old student. 

Like many students who hel- 
ped spearhead the December 
revolution that toppled Nkolae 
Ceausescu, Budulacu said he has 
lost faith in president-elect Ion 
lliescu. 

Diescu and his National Salva- 
tion Front won the May 20 elec- 
tions but the protesters say they 
are continuing Ceausescu's 
repressive policies. 

Budulacu, a Sophomore at 
Bucharest polytechnic, was one 
of 367 people hurt since police 
broke up a 53-day-old peaceful 
an ti-comra unist protest at down- 
town university square on Wed- 
nesday. 

That action touched off fierce 
street violence that claimed five 
lives when security forces opened 
fire on crowds attacking them. 

Uiescu called for help in quell- 
ing the anti-government demon- 
strations. and thousands of coal 
miners responded by pouring 
into thecapual and brutally beat- 
ing anyone they suspected of 
being an opponent of the govern- 
ment. 

Marius Dinu, 22. an architec- 
ture student and university 
square protester, told reporters 
at the emergency hospital on 
Friday he has no hope left for 
Romania. 

“I don’t know what’s awaiting 
me. I would (ike to leave the 
country for good ... and forget all 
about the hopes the revolution 
has given me,” Dinu said. 

Dinu was hospitalized after 
being clubbed, punched and 
kicked by miners Thursday mor- 
ning in the school of architecture 
on the square. 

“They threw us on top of each 
other into a moaning pile,” he 
said. 

Emergency hospital director 
Mihai Ciula told a news con- 
ference Friday that 48 of the 236 
injured people treated at his 
facility since Wednesday morn- 
ing remained hospitalized, most 
with multiple injuries. 

Marian Munteanu, president 
of the students' league and one of 
the leaders of the anti-govern- 
ment protest, has a fractured 
skull and broken left leg and arm. 
Dr Horia Georgescu said.

COLOMBO. June 16, (AP):

“Her 
white blood cells are stable . .. we're planning 
to continue treatment, including chemoth- 
erapy. 

"Her chances of survival arc definitely in 
the range of'ftU-Sti per cent,” he said. 

Health Minister Panikos Pnpgcrgiou, him- 
self a physician, declared when the govern- 


ment intervened yesterday; "The parents 
have no power. We have to act to save the 
child's life. She came to us late. Her condition 
is critical." 

Stephanie's parents snatched her from 
London's Great Ormond Street Hospital 
Monday to prevent her being given a trans- 
fusion there and returned to Cyprus, defying a 
British court order that the transfusion 
should go ahead. 

They went into hiding after a Cypriot court 
also ordered them to allow the girl to have a 


transfusion. Police issued arrest warrants for 
the parents and launched a dragnet to find 
them in a bid to save the girl's life. 

The warrants were withdrawn after Ste- 
phanie’s parents took her to the Evangelist ru 
clinic Thursday. 

But the couple went into hiding a second 
time with their daughter until police tracked 
them down yesterday and placed Stephanie 
under state care. 

Day-long efforts by doctors at the clinic 
yesterday to persuade the parents to permit a 


transfusion proved futile. 

“Nobody can love my child as much as 1 
do." her father told reporters after Stephanie 
was taken to the clinic yesterday, 

“Of course, tre’H do everything possible 
and sell all our belongings if necessary 1 ; w »tit 
the lull support of the rest of my family, to 
save Stephanie's life. But we cannot agree to a 
blood transfusion." he said. 

Dr Soteriou said “ihere was no other way" 
to save Stephanie except to make Stephanie a 
ward of the state.

WASHINGTON, June 16, (Reuter): For number 
freaks, the annual US guide to American culture hit 
the bookstands on yesterday and ii lolls a lot about 
how Americans live — good and bad. 

Called the “statistical abstract of the United 
States.” this 99 1 -page government publication prin- 
ted for the last 1 10 years gives a flattering and not- 
so-flaUering look at America. 

Americans are smoking fewer cigarettes and drin- 
king more beer. They are eating a lot of ice cream but 
skipping breakfast. 

Perhaps because of this and the fact they eat 73 
pounds (33 kgs) of beef annually the average 
American is 30 percent overweight. 


Bui they are excercising — about 63 million 
people do calisthenics regularly. Nearly 1 1 million 
people jog. 

In the compilation of over 75,000 statistics, the 
book shows that despite television, .Americans are 
reading more and paying more to do il. 

They spent SI. 7 million for S570 million mass 
market paperbacks in 1988, compared to almost SI 
billion for 500 million popular paperbacks in 1980. 

Traditionally the most popular of the govern- 
ment’s reports, the “statistical abstract of the 
United States'* is for sale at government book stores 
for S28 in paperback. $34 for cloth bound copies.

Most Dubliners may never 
even have opened the mammoth 
and highly complex "Ulysses" 
but that doesn’t stop them mark- 
ing with enthusiasm the day in 
1904 when the book's hero, 
Leopold Bloom, wandered 
around Dublin. 

Their eccentric peregrinations 
begin at the Joyce Tower in San- 
dycove south of Dublin, take in a 
lunch of Gorgonzola cheese and 
burgundy at Davy Byrne's pub, a 
horse-drawn cab ride around St 
Stephen's Green and a stopover 
at Sweeney's the chemist to buy 
some lemon soap. 

One department store is even 
staging a James Joyce lookalike 
competition for anyone who can 


capture the essence of the bespec- 
tacled author with the walking 
stick and bow tie. 

For the half-hearted Joycean 
fan eager for a short cut through 
his 1922 masterpiece, strolling 
players perform chunks of the 
great work in impromptu street 
theatre shows. 

James Joyce once said: "Ulys- 
ses will keep the professors busy 
for centuries arguing over what it 
meant.” 

It has certainly spawned an 
academic industry. Joyce sum- 
mer schools are held anywhere 
from Monte Carlo to Dublin. 

Robert .Nicholson, curator of 
the Joyce Museuzn. complained 
to the . Irish Times: "Joyce was 
given a bad name by the sort of 
critic who was able to find sym- 
bolism under every stone, mak- 
ing Ulysses seem an obscure and 
inaccessible work thatcould only 
be appreciated by American 
professors."

More 160 of the nation's street 
thugs were arrested in a two-day 
nationwide gang roundup tar- 
geting members of the violent 
Crips and Bloods, federal 
officials said yesterday. 

Stephen E. Higgins, director 
of the Federal Bureau of Alco- 
hol, Tobacco and Firearms, said 
11 states were involved in the 
operation, and more arrests and 
drug and weapons seizures were 
expected through the weekend. 

"What began as a Los Angeles 
problem has now spread to a 
national one," he said. "This is a 
significant step to our commit- 
ment attacking drugs." 

Arrests were made in Califor- 
nia, Louisiana, Arizona, Mis- 
souri. Oklahoma, Oregon, 
Washington and four other 
states which were not 
immediately identified. 

“Gang members are involved 
in murders, drive-by shootings, 
narcotics trafficking, assaults, 
credit car fraud, robberies and 
money laundering." Higgins 
said. 

The bureau's national inves- 
tigation revealed the Crips and 
Bloods are heavily involved in 
crack distribution’ and firearms 
trafficking, he said. 

The largest narcotics .seizure 
was nearly 13 pounds (six 
kilogramme) of cocaine worth 
$250,000 in Shreveport, 
Louisiana; 

The operation began Thurs- 
day and continued yesterday. 
The majority of arrests were in 
southern California, where 134 
people were taken into custody.

Abbott, 46, is serving a 15- 
y ear- to- life sentence on a first- 


degree manslaughter conviction 
in Adan 's death. 

Naomi Zack. the state univer- 
sity ofNew York philosophy ins- 
tructor he married last Septem- 
ber while imprisoned, was not in 
court for the verdict. She had 
been present almost every day 
and was the only witness Abbott 
called.

Women with hysterectomies 


GAITHERSBURG. Maryland. 
June 16. l UPI): Estrogen therapy 
lowers heart disease risk in post- 
menopausal women with hys- 
terectomies. but more tests are 
needed to determine if the heart 
benefits outweigh other risks, a 
federal advisory panel concluded 
yesterday. 

Esirogen. a hormone found in 
high levels in females of child- 
bearing age. is no longer 
produced in the uterus after a 
woman undergoes menopause. 
An esirogen supplement known 
as premarin. made from purified 
horse urine, is currently used to 
treat menopause-related symp- 
toms like night sweats, hot fla- 
shes and brittle bone disease. 

About 40 per cent of the 4 
million to 5 million US women 
who use premarin had under- 


gone hysterectomies before they 
started the hormone therapy. 
Because premarin increases the 
risk of uterine cancer in women, 
doctors generally do not give it lo 
women who have not undergone 
hysterectomies unless no other 
treatment is available. 

Wyeih-Ayerst Laboratories of 
Philadelphia, which makes 
premarin. asked the Food and 
Drug Administration advisory 
committee lo recommend the 
drug for treatment to reduce thc 
risk of heart disease in post-men- 
opausal women who have under- 
. gone hysterectomies. 

“The rate of heart disease 
begins to rise rapidly after a 
woman reaches menopause," 
said Dr John Larosa of George 
Washington University.

MANAGUA, June 16, (Reuter). 
President Violeta Chamorro has 
announced drastic cuts in tne 
Nicaraguan Army. Central 
America's largest, and con- 
ditioned further reductions on 
neighbouring countries also 
reducing their forces. ' 
Chamorro said in a speech on 
Friday that by the time her 
government completes its first 
100 days in office on Aug 2, the 
Army witf be reduced to 41,000 
men, half the size it was when she 
took office on April 25. 

“I want a blessed nation that 
instead of burying its sons in a 
war between brothers, buries 
arras forever," Chamorro said in 
the speech attended by members 
of the army high command, her 
cabinet, Roman Catholic 
Church primate Cardinal 
Miguel Obando Y Bravo and 
Managua-based diplomats. 

Top army officer General 
Humberto Ortega, who will 
remain in his post, said the 
Nicaraguan force now num- 
bered about 60.000 having been 
cut from 96,660 men at the begin- 
ning of the year. 

The Nicaraguan Army was 
formed by the leftist Sandinista 
government after the 1979 
revolution ousted rightist dic- 
tator Anastasio Somoza. 

During the height of the war 
against US backed Contra rebels 
the government force, still called 
the Popular Sandinista Army, 
grew to over 100.000 men aimed 
with an array of Soviet-supplied 
weapons.

Culvert collapses 

Hole in Bristol canal 

BRISTOL, June 16, (AP): Nearly a million people have been 
asked to conserve water after fanners failed to block a hole in a 
canal that supplies Bristol and surrounding communities. 

A culvert collapsed Thursday night .beneath the Gloucester 
and Sharpness canal north of this city of about 375.000 located 
about 100 miles { 170 krns) west of London. 

- Farmers threw straw bales, barrels and an old farm gate 
wrapped in plastic into the whirl poool created by water rushing 
through the hole, but could not stem the leak. 

The collapse of the culvert allowed more than a 1 million 
gallons (4 million litres) of water to escape. 

"It was like a bath without the plug m, but on an enormous 
scale,” said Jeremy Williams, spokesman for the Bristol water 
company.

SHADYSIDE, Ohio; June 16, (AP): Torrential tiumder- 
storms sent a Clash flood surging through a valley into this 
Ohio river town, killing at least 16 peopte and leaving 
scores missing or homeless yesterday, authorities said. 

Raring floodwaters late Thursday swept homes o(T 
foundations and washed away cars. 

“The valleys arechokcd with debris,” Ohio's Governor, 
Richard Celeste, said after flying over the hflly Appala- 
chian region. "A wall of water wiped a path through the 
area.” 

Celeste declared a state of emergency and dispatched 
about 50 national guardsmen 10 the area. 

Fourteen adults and two children were confirmed dead, 
said fire chief Mark Badia. About SO people were missing, 
he said. 

Most of thebodies were found floating in the water or in 
cars buried in mud. a fire-fighter said. Two bodies were 
found in the Ohio river. 

Rescue crews from Ohio, West Virginia, the US Coast 
Guard and the National Guard were searching for more 
bodies in the Ohio river and two creeks that feed iu 

Thursday night's thunderstorms caused flash flooding 
across a wide area of central and eastern Ohio, northern 
West Virginia and western Pennsylvania. The floods 
dosed roads, damaged homes and forced hundreds of 
people 10 evacuate. 

But no place was hit with anything approaching the 
ferodty of the flooding in Shadyside. 

About 5.S inches (14 centimetres) of rain fell in less than 
four hours, turning the two creeks outside the village of 
4,300 people into raging torrenu. 

At least five houses along Wegee Creek were washed 
away, and two cars were floating in water in one of the 


basements that wasexposed. Virtually everything that was 
still standing was covered with at least 6 feet (2 metres) of 
debris, including trees, appliances and furniture. 

The federal emergency management agency declared 
Belmont county, which includes Shadyside, and Jefferson 
and Franklin counties disaster areas, making federal aid 
available to residents. Seventeen counties now have been 
declared disaster areas because of flooding or tornadoes 
since May 29. 

At mid-afternoon, the Shadyside fire department pos- 
ted a list of missing containing 60 names. 

About 35 buildings, including a tavern, were damaged 
along Wegee Creek, and 50 buildings were hit by a flood 
along nearby Pipe Creek, said Dick Quiulin, Belmont 
county emergency services co-ordinator. 

Part of the tavern was washed away when water caved in 
the back wall, said Judy Phillips, a sheriffs department 
spokeswoman. She said two patrons were accounted for. 
but she could offer do estimate of how many were inside at 
the time. 

One man was found dinging to a bar stool, said State 
Sen. Robert Ney, whose district includes Shadyside. 

“I've never seen anything of this magnitude. There was 
no warning." Ney said. 

Sixteen people were confirmed dead, Shadyside police 
said. 

There wa s no complete accounting of deaths, said Karen 
Bovek. a spokeswoman at a Shadyside fire department 
command centre set up at a school. 

At least 25 people were evacuated during the night in the 
Pittsburgh suburb of Etna, said borough manager Bill 
Skertich. They returned to their homes yesterday. Land- 
slides and street closures were also reported. 


Crews spray oil-eating microbes 

Supertankerfire put out 


GALVESTON, Texas, June 16, 
(AP): The fire that had burned 
for a week on the Norwegian 
supertanker Mega Bofg was 
extinguished yesterday, but 
officials said it could flare again. 

Crews yesterday began spray- 
ing oil-eating microbes into the 
Gulf of Mexico waters surround- 
■ ing the Mega Borg in the first 
open-sea release of the bacteria 
to clean up a spill. 

The coast guard boosted its 
estimate of the amount of oil 
released into the Gulf of Mexico 
to 4.3 million gallons (16 million 
litres), making it the nation's 
Gflh largest spUl. 

Some of the oil was skimmed 
from the surface and (he toast 
guard said most of the light 
Af rican crude evaporated or bur- 
ned. Less than 20,000 gallons 
(83,600 litres) remained in the 
water, the toast guard said. 


The worst oil spill in US his- 
tory was last year when the 
Exxon Valdez ran aground, spill- 
ing nearly 1 1 million gallons (42 
million litres) of heavy crude on 
the Prince William Sound in 
Alaska. 

The oil spilled from the Mega 
Borg after an as yet unexplained 
explosion set the ship afire last 
week. The fire was extinguished 
last afternoon, but officials said 
they would have to wait at least 
24 hours for the ship to cool 
before removing the remaining 
oiL The ship could catch fire 
again, coast guard petty officer 
Todd Nelson said. 

The coast guard had said the 
first tar balls from the leaking 
Norwegian supertanker could 
wash ashore late Friday on 
Bolivar peninsula, across the bay 
from Galveston island. But 


county officials said they had no 
unusual reports of oil on shore. 

"We don’t anticipate the oil 
will come before Sunday. We’re 
prepared,” said Galveston city 
manager Doug Matthews. 

Crews on four fire bo a is also 
continued spraying water on the 
ship, which exploded and caught 
fire late last Friday, 57 miles (90 
kms) off Galveston. Grey smoke 
spewed from the rear section of 
the vessel. 

More than two dozen smaller 
boats used skimming devices to 
suck up or corral the rusty brown 
oil trailing from the tanker. 
Salvage crews said they had 
skimmed 146.389 gallons 
(556,278 litres) of oil. 

Officials working on a coast 
guard boat mixed bacteria with 
sea water and sprayed it on a 
section of the 30-mile (48-km) - 
long slick. 


US backs fund to help Third World eliminate ozone-depleting chemicals by year 2000 


WASHINGTON, June I6,(UPI):The Bush admin- 
istration. in a major reversal of its environmental 
policy, announced yesterday it would be willing to 
participate in a new fund to help poor- nations 
eliminate ozone-depleting chemicals by the year 
2000. 

Responding to mounting pressure world-wide, 
the administration said.it would propose at an 
international conference on ozone depletion tn Lon- 
don next week Lhal the fund be operated and admin- 
istered by the World Bank. 

At that time. Deputy Press Secretary Steve Hart 


said, the United Slates would also specify how it 
wants the fund managed and how much it would be 
willing to contribute. 

White House Chief of StafT John Sununu, in 
. announcing the administration's decision in a brief 
statement, reiterated that the fund should not neces- 
sarily lead to future ones for other world environ- 
mental problems such as global warming. 

“The president’s proposal is structured to reflect 
the unique circumstances that create the need for a 
fund specifically designed to assist” poor nations in 
cutting ozone-depleting chemicals in a “non- 


precedentiai framework,” Sununu said. 

Said Hart: “We hope our proposal gets a very 
good reception" at the conference in London. "Our 
proposal meets our concerns. If they say no, we’re 
going to have to lalk.” 

Han said the administration, which had earlier 
voiced concerns about the eventual cost of the fund, 
is willing to contribute within that price range. 

The administration had opposed creation of any 
new fund, saying the aid sought by Third World 
countries should come from existing lending institu- 


tions like the World Bank. 

But Sununu. long accused of underestimating the 
dangers of global warming, said President George 
Bush is ready to propose a fund within the World 
Bank. 

■ The Swiss federal government said yesterday it 
planned to ban the production and use of ozone- 
destroying chemicals by the end of the century. 

An Interior Ministry statement said the intention 
was to phase out chlorofluorocarbons (CFCs). 
halons and similar chemicals in a step-by-step 
programme starting next year. ( Reuter)

EEC plans 
force to 
combat 
trafficking 

DUBLIN. June 16. (Reuter): Die 
European Economic Community 
(EEC), wary that lowered borders 
cold bring more crime, pledged 
yesterday to launch a major 
crackdown on drug traffickers 
and terrorists. 

Irish Justice Minister Ray 
Burke said that be and his EEC 
colleagues had agreed to set up a 
European central drugs 
intelligence unit and a computer- 
ised police information system to 
help combat organised crime. 

"International terrorism and 
organised crime will seek to 
exploit greater freedom of 
movement and of communication 
for ends inimical to the rights and 
freedoms of the community at 
large,” the justice and interior 
ministers said in a statement after 
twodays of talks in Dublin castle. 

The EEC, acutely aware of 
security problems posed by the 
move towards a barrier-free 
Europe after 1992. also pledged to 
give police training to officers 
from drug-producing and transit 
countries. A first seminar will be 
held in Lyons, France, later this 
year. 

The mhusters said they studied 
the possibility of alio wing EEC 
police to chase suspects across 
borders 'in hot pursuit,' displaying 
posters of wanted terro ri sts at 
frontiers and pooling police 
resources on how best to protect 
airports, railway stations and 
femes from terrorist attack. 

Some measures would require 
international agreements, they 
said. 

Eleven of the 12 EEC states 
also signed a ground-breaking 
convention to enswe that applica- 
tions for poKticaf asylum in the 
community wQl be processed by 
1 one single member state. 

In particular, the convention is 
aimed at avoiding the possibility 
of Yefagees in orbit’ being sent 
from one member state to another. 

Denmark did not sign the con- 
vention but Burke said he was 
confident it would do so. “It will be 
left open for them to sign by the 
end of the year,” be said. 

“The convention represents a 
significant advance in providing 
the member states with an orderly 
method of deafing with those who 
apply for the protection of the 
Geneva asylum convention and is 
in keeping with their long tradi- 
tion of hmnanitarian treatment of 
those in need of protection from 
persecution-” 

France, West Germany, Bel- 
gium, Luxembourg and the Neth- 
erlands are doe next week to sign a 
landmark accord on easing their 
border controls. 

The accord was set op as a dry- 
run for the European Economic 
Community project to scale down 
internal borders after 1992.

"Soweto Day" without major police intervention. 

About 20,000 blacks packed a Soweto stadium to observe "Soweto Day," June 16, 
1976, when police opened fire on black students protesting the education policies of 
white-ruled South Africa. 

"The youth of Soweto is now a great symbol of resistance and defiance throughout the

JOHANNESBURG, June 16, 
(AP): A hero’s welcome awaits 
Nelson Mandela in the United 
States, where the black national- 
ist leader will lobby for contin- 
ued sanctions against South 
Africa and millions of dollars in 
support for the anti-apartheid 
movement. 

Since his release Feb 1 1 after 
more than 27 years in prison. 
Mandela has been cheered at 
rallies across Africa and Europe. 

A jubilant reception is expec- 
ted in the United Slates for, the 
deputy president of the African 
National Congress.’ He is 
especially revered among blacks 


who waged the civil rights battle 
of the 1960s. 

President George Bush and 
Congress will receive Mandela in 
Washington during his eight- 
city, 1 0-day visit, which begins 
Wednesday in New York and 
features parades, rallies and a 
speech at the United Nations. 

The other cities on his itinerary 
are Boston, Atlanta, Miami, 
Detroit. Los Angeles and Oak- 
land, California. 

Mandela's chief mission is to 
lobby the US government to 
maintain the limited economic 
sanctions imposed in 1986 after 
protests of South African 
policies of apartheid, or forced 
segregation. 

He also may have an effect on 
US politics. The New York 
Times and the Washington Post 
reported Iasi week that the Bush 
administration has intensified 
efforts to reach a compromise 
with Congress on civil rights leg- 


islation, partly to avoid debate 
that would coincide with Man- 
dela's visit. 

The administration has said 
employers would be forced to 
adopt racial hiring quotas by the 
legislation, .which is aimed at 
making it easier for workers to 
bring and win discrimination 
cases. 

American politicians, movie 
stars, businessmen and black 
organisations all are scrambling 
to share in the glow of Mandela’s 
fame. But Mandela has remained 
modest, and acknowledges debts 
to US supporters of uie anti- 
apartheid movement. 

“The blacks in the United 
States have been in the frontlines 
of the struggle against aparth- 
eid,” he said recently. “The (US) 
government itself would not 
have taken the steps which they 
have adopted if there was no 
pressure from the masses of 
Americans.” 

American public pressure has 
contributed to the withdrawal of 
more than half of the 300 US 
companies that were operating in 
South Africa since the mid- 
1980s. Many US universities and 
municipal governments have 
withdrawn investments in com- 
panies that remain. 

Organisers of Mandela's trip 
to the United Slates have said 
that White House comments on 
the role of the CIA in Mandela's 
arrest 27 years ago were unaccep- 
table. 

“1 find the answer of press 
secretary (Marlin) Filzwater to 


be unacceptable," said Roger 
Wilkins, national co-ordinator 
of the Nelson Mandela welcome 
committee. 

“It (the report of CIA 
involvement in Mandela's 
arrest) is a matter of some 
seriousness. The report clearly 
does not appear to be out of 
character for the CIA we knew in 
the 1960s because we do now 
know of attempts at least on the 
life of Patrice Lummumba and 
‘ a ttempts on the life of Fidel Cas- 
tro," Wilkins said. 

• Wilkins, currently with the 
liberal institute for policy 
studies, worked for the John 
Kennedy administration at 
roughly the same time as the 
alleged Central Intelligence 
Agency incident occurred. 

According to reports by Cox 
newspapers published over the 
weekend, a CIA tip to. South 
African security forces led to the 
arrest of Mandela, then under- 
ground and organising the 
military wing of the ANC, on 
Aug 5, 1962, and his subsequent 
27 years in prison. 

On Tuesday, Fitzwater played 
down the reports, saying, "we 
find no value in reviewing the 30- 
year-old history in this case." 

"If you want to know what 
happened, ask Pierre Salinger. 
Ted Sorenson or Ted Kennedy,” 
he said, referring to high ranking 
Kennedy administration aides 
and the president’s brother.

Political turmoil in ex-colonies

Recent riots in Gabon gave France a glimpse of 
what might lie ahead. Anti-government protesters 
briefly abducted a French diplomat, and French 
soldiers who soon arrived were widely viewed as 
propping up President Omar Bongo despite official 
insistence that their only task was to protect 
European expatriates. 

Both Bongo and the Ivory Coast's octogenarian 
President, Felix Houphouet-Boigny, have treaties 
providing for French troops to support their gover- 
nments during internal strife as well as against 
foreign incursions. 

But French officials say there is little likelihood 
now of direct military intervention, either on behalf 
of an African leader or against one — such as 1 979’s 
“Operation Barracuda,” when French troops hel- 
ped topple the Central African Republic's self-pro- 
claimed emperor, Jean-Bedel Bokassa. 

“The post-colonial period is over,” said Foreign 
Minister Roland Dumas. “It’s up to Africans to 
resolve their problems.” 

Other former colonial powers — Britain. Por- 
tugal and Belgium — have invested less of their 
international prestige in the continent, and have not 
emulated France’s familiar relationships with 
African leaders. 

Ironically, the United Slates — never an African 
coloniser — faces dilemmas similar to the French in 
Liberia and Zaire, recipients of extensive US aid. 
American diplomats have urged authoritarian 
Presidents Mobutu Sese Seko of Zaire and Samuel 
K. Doe of Liberia to allow political pluralism, but 
neither Zaire’s fragmented opposition nor Liberian 
rebel leader Charles Taylor has obtained formal 
backing in Washington.

black activist, Janies "Stom pie” 
Moeketsi Seipei. 

He was abducted Dec 29, 1988, 
and his body recovered ef^it days 
later. 

Three Mack men testified at 
Richardson's trial that they and 
the teenier were abducted, taken 
to Winnie’s home and beaten by 
Winnie, who then let her 
bodygmurds continue the assaults.

Polish mass 
grave found 

MOSCOW. June 16. (Reuter): 
The remains of 6,500 Polish sol- 
diers and Soviet dozens killed by 
Stalin's security police have been 
found in a mass grave near the 
dty of Kharkov, Ukrainian state 
security said on Saturday. 

A spokesman for the KGB in 
the Ukrainian capital, Kiev told 
Reuters by telephone that the 
bodies were discovered in a copse 
just outside the eastern Ukrain- 
ian city. ; 

“investigation of the grave is 
continuing. It's not -clear how. 
many of the corpses are Soviet, 
but it has been established that it 
contained Polish military,” the 
spokesman said. 

The newspaper Moscow News 
reported earlier this week that 
human remains and pieces of 
Polish uniform, medals and coi ns 
had been found in the area by 
young children playing. Until 
recently it had been sealed off as a 
country retreat for KGB offices. 

The newspaper gave no dear 
figures for the numbers in the 
mass grave but compared it to 
the Katyn forest massacre in the 
neighbouring Republic of 
Byelorussia where 4,000 Polish 
oflicers were shot and buried in 
1940. 

They were among 15,000 Pol- 
ish officers who were captured by 
the KGB's predecessor, the 
NKVD, after Soviet troops 
moved into eastern Poland.

“As you can imagine, the informa- 
tion flows quite freely because we have 
former Stasi officials who come to us 
and speak very frankly and freely,” said 
Lutz Stavenhagen, a security expert in 
chancellor Helmut Kohl's government 

Stasi in German is short for the old 


East German Ministry for State 
Security, which included domestic and 
foreign intelligence agents. 

West German espionage experts 
estimate there are up to 6,000 spies in 
West Germany, including East Ger- 
man agents and West German defec- 
tors, but they won’t say how many are 
known to authorities. 

The treaty that outlines the condi- 
tions for the economic and social 
uni fica tion of the two German states 
does not address the espionage issue. 

What to do with the spies has become 


"a very, very tricky matter,” said one 
West German government official, 
who spoke on condition of anonymity. 

An amnesty has been suggested. 

“They must think about it. because 
(otherwise) there would be too many 
people at risk to be punished on both 
sides of the former German border.” 
said Hans-Gen Lange, spokesman for 
the Federal Force for the Protection of 
the constitution. 

"We know that obviously the Soviet 
secret service, the KGB, is trying to get 
hold of the most efficient of these 


agents," Stavenhagen said. 

He said officials have tried tocoumer 
that by urging them to turn themselves 
in to avoid persecution. 

A similar situation developed after 
World War II. as both the Soviets and 
Western allies scrambled to recruit the 
top agents who had worked in Hiller's 
secret sen-ice. 

Stavenhagen said the most likely out- 
come for agents in West Germany 
would be an "amnesty for the normal 
spy — looking into boxes and papers 
and that sort of thing.” but the "basic 


condition is that they turn themselves 
over." 

Top spies, ones the West Germans 
say “ha ve blood on their bands.” would 
not qualify for an amnesty, he said. 

A different amnesty — perhaps one 
without conditions — would probably 
apply to the spies in East Germany who 
worked for the branch of Stasi that 
spied on the West. One West German 
government espionage expert, who 
spoke on condition of anonymity, 
estimated there were about 1 2.000 such 
spies.

Independence act 
may be suspended 

Lithuanian bid to facilitate talks with Moscow 


MOSCOW. June lb, (Agencies): The Lithuanian government 
proposed today that the Baltic republic’s declaration of independence 
be suspended to facilitate talks with Moscow on its future. 

“The government suggests to the supreme council of the republic of 
Lithuania (parliament) that it debate the possibility of declaring a 
temporary moratorium on the (independence) act for the period of 
negotiations with the Soviet Union,” a statement from the parliament's 
information bureau said. 

Priinskiene emerged from 
those talks saying Moscow had 
agreed to lift economic sanctions 
partially by resuming some gas 
supplies to her republic. 

She indicated that Lithuania 
was prepared to soften its 
previous stance by temporarily 
freezing its March 1 1 indepen- 
dence act for the duration of 
talks with Moscow. 

Soviet President Mikhail Gor- 
bachev imposed harsh economic 
sanctions on Lithuania, cutting 
off oil supplies and sharply 
reducing vital gas deliveries, in 
response to legislation passed 
after its independence declara- 
tion. 

The sanctions have closed 
most Lithuanian factories, put- 
ting up to 40,000 people out of 
work and hitting agriculture. 

They have also shut down key 
installations including an oil 
refinery important to the Soviet 
Union. 

Lithuania blazed 3 trail for 
independence in the Baltics by its 
March 11 act. Its sister Baltic 
republic, Latvia and Estonia, 
later decided to pursue a similar 
course of action — though step- 
by-step. 

The three republics are seeking 
to recover independence lost in 
1940 when they were incor- 
porated into the Soviet Union 
after a secret deal between Stalin 
and Hitler. 

The next step appeared to be a 
formal decision on the govern- 
ment recommendation by the 
Lithuanian parliament, the body 
which declared independence. 

The Vilnius government made 
it clear it expected Moscow to lift 
its economic blockade forthwith. 

• Police and Interior Ministry 
troops ringed a Ukrainian prison 
yesterday as authorities 
negotiated with mutineers to end 
a riot in which at least two 
inmates were killed. 

An Interior Ministry official 
said the rebels, who drew police 
fire when they rampaged 
through Dnepropetrovsk prison 
on Thursday, were seeking 
improved jail conditions. 

• A dozen activists from the 
Polish Socialist Party picketed 
the Soviet embassy yesterday 
demanding freedom for the three 
Baltic states. 

• President Mikhail Gorbachev 
stayed home sick yesterday with 
“a little cold,” but remained in 
touch by telephone, a top Soviet 
official said. 


It said the government believed the moratorium could be declared 
immediately but take effect only when Moscow lifted economic sanc- 
tions against the rebel republic. 

The government decision followed talks in Moscow on June 13 
between Lithuanian Prime Minister Kazimiera Prunskiene and Soviet 
Prime Minister Nikolai Ryzhkov which brought the first signs of a 
breakthrough in the three-month crisis. 



Communism an unreachable ideal

The couple is assigned a 
cate for an official ceremony and is given a 
prized booklet of coupons entitling them to 
shop at a Gemini store, as wdl as food shops 
, iieant to supply wedding parties. 

The couple can shop at the stores until the 
wedding day; when the coupons expire. They 
don’t show up for the o {Tidal wedding, and their 
marriage application is automatically voided. 

They can start ail over again: if their Taos 
become too familiar at the registration office, 
they can just go io another. 

Thai's why Sveta and Oleg have no intention 
of getting married, even though they are ia love 
and are living together. ■ 

The scheme is so lucrative that Sveta has 
applied to marry three times ancc her divorce in 


November — once with Oleg and twice with his 
friends. ... . 

Thousands are partiapating in the scam. 
One-third ofall Soviets applying to marry doso 
only so they can shop in the spedai stores, state 
television’s breakfast show “120 Minutes" 
reported in April. And that docs not include 
other matches made so one partner can obtain a 
residence permit in a dty where the other lives. 

Looking for loopholes even in such a sacred 
institution as marriage has become a survival 
technique in a system that has failed to offer 
Soviets the food and consumer goods they 
want. 

“It’s the situation in this state which leads 
people to such things, where you can't spend 
money on anything except low-quality food,” 
said Viktor, a 31-ycar-old Muscovite who 
applied to marry a f nend ofhia giri/riend in May 
so they couldobtain access to the special store. 


"There’s such a terrible deficit. Y ou can’t buy 
anything in the (regular) stores,” said Sveta, a 
28-year-old eye doctor. She declined to give her 
surname, fearing its publication would help 
authorities track her down. 

The fear was largely unfounded, because 
what she and the thousands of other Soviets are 
doing is not illegal 

"It’s a moral, not a legal issue.” Valentina 
Borehenkova. director of Moscow’s wedding 
palace No. I, where weddings are performed, 
said in an interivew. "It's everyone’s ri ght if all 
formalities are followed ” 

But there is an even better shop nearby for 
couples celebrating their 25th and 50th anniver- 
saries. Sveta would love to get into that one. but 
admits with a laugh, "unfortunately, grand- 
mothers and grandfathers won’t run back and 
forth to the registration offices." 


‘Appel’ celebration 


PARIS, June 16. (AP): The 
French are celebrating with 
unprecedented fanfare the 50ih 
anniversary of Charles de Gau- 
lle’s historic appeal for armed 
resistance against Nazi tyranny. 

Yet few people actually heard 
the radio broadcast. And some 
Frenchmen — though they 
might deny it now — were con- 
tent with the leaders who had just 
surrendered to Hitler. 

Known as the “Appel” of June 
18, De Gaulle’s fervent, four- 
minute speech was addressed to 
soldiers and civilians in England 
and France. 

In adeep, gravely voiced edged 
with tension, he asked: “Must we 
abandon a 11 hope? Is our defeat 
finaJ?No — France is not alone. 
... The flame of French resis- 
tance must noiand shall not die.” 

But the army was in disarray, 
and most civilians were fleeing 
their homes. Some 90,000 
families reported having lost 
children during the exodus. 

Many of those who did man- 
age to tune is the BBC on their 
wartime wireless radios sought 
assurances from the 84-year-old 
Philippe Petain, a decorated 
World War I field marshal who 
had urged Premier Paul Reyn- 
aud to sign the armistice the 
previous day.

De Gaulle talk 

LONDON, June 16, (AP): Few men could have felt as utterly 
alone as Charles de Gaulle on the evening of June 18, 1 940. 

As the tail, uniformed French general strode into the London 
studios of the BBC to make his first broadcast to France, his 
country was collapsing under the German blitzkrieg. Its govern- 
ment was suing for peace. A shellshocked populace was resigned 
to defeat. 

De Gaulle's stand seemed a pathetic exercise. At 49, virtually 
unknown outside military circles, be lacked troops, guns, money, 
and friends. The collaborationist French government would 
shortly sentence the rebel to death. De Gaulle wrote later that he 
felt (ike the survivor of a shipwreck, **a man on the shore of an 
ocean, proposing to swim across." 

Fifty years later, De Gaulle’s broadcast is a hallowed memory 
for France, a symbol of defiance against all odds. 

But in 1940, there was no rush to the banner of this self-styled 
Joan of Arc in London. 

De Gaulle had led his tanks gallantly against the German 
onslaught, and remained in France until June 17, leaving for 
England only when defeat became inevitable. 

The British had hoped leading politicians would come to carry 
on the fight, rod Winston Churi&ill was disappointed that no 
one more senior than De Gaulle showed up. 

Bui the British Prime Minister immediately recognised the 
general as a comrade. De Gaulle correctly predicted the 
Americans and Soviets would join the war and that Hitler would 
go down in five years. That kind of fighting talk appealed to 
Churchill. “You are alone. Well, I shall recognise you alone,” he 
told De Gaulle on June 27. 

The relationship between the two Titans soon faltered. De 
Gaulle, an instinctive anglophobe, showed his hosts little 
gratitude. 

He could be breath takingly arrogant. Petty setbacks sent him 
into towering rages. Leonard Mi all. a BBC editor, remembers De 
Gaulle's fury because his June 1 S broadcast was not recorded for 
posterity.

‘EEC uses English 
at French expense’ 

PARIS, June 16, (AP): President Francois 
Mitterrand, in a letter released yesterday, 
said tbe European Economic Community 
has improperly allowed English to become 
its dominant administrative language at the 
expense of French. 

France was ready to help EEC 
bureaucrats "acquire the linguistic com- 
petence needed to perform their mission," 
Mitterrand wrote in a letter to Jacques 
Delors, the Frenchman who is president of 
the European Commission. 

Several conservative members of 
Britain's Parliament reacted to Mitterrand's 
letter with derision. 

“The man's dotty," Sir Nicholas Fair- 
bairn said. “French is tbe language of 
privacy and English is the language of com- 
munication." 

"It might not be a bad idea if President 
Mitterrand took some English lessons', : 
preferably From Mrs Thatcher,” said 


Mitterrand said the use of French as an 
official EEC language was a top priority of 
his government. 

‘Today, a tendency exists in certain sec- 
tors of the commission to convene meetings 
of experts who are asked to work only in 
English,’’ he wrote.

WASHINGTON, June 16, 
(Reuter): President George Bush 
said yesterday that the first 
group of Peace Corps volunteers 
leaving for Eastern Europe this 
weekend were a sign of 
America's commitment to 
democracy in that region. 

“Peace Corps programmes in 
Poland and Hungary, and then 
soon in Czechoslovakia, are 
another tangible element of 
America's sustained commit- 
ment to Central and Eastern 
Europe’s democratic transfor- 
mation toward a Europe whole 
and free,” Bush said. 

The Peace Coro is sending 121 
volunteers to Poland and Hun- 
garyover the next three days, the 
first volunteers the agency has 
ever posted in Eastern Europe. 

"It shows that our mission, 
our desire for peace knows no 
political or geographic boun- 
daries," Bush told the volunteers 
at a White House ceremony. 

The Peace Corps has been sen- 
ding volunteers to Third World 
nations in Africa, Asia, Latin 
America and theCaribbean since . 
its founding by. President John 
Kennedy in 1961. 

A symbol of the idealism of 
America’s youth during the 
1960s, the corps initialy sent 
most young college graduates to 
remote areas to work on gras- 
sroots development projects. 

Increasingly, however, it is 
sending more highly trained, 
older volunteers to work in cities 
as English teachers and health 
care workers. 

The volunteers leaving this 
weekend will receive 11 weeks of 
language training in-country 
before being assigned to local 
communities to teach English. 

Bush recalled a 1985 visit to 
Africa with his wife, Barbara, 
where he saw Peace Corps volun- 
teers at work. 

"Tomorrow you will set sail 
for a different region and you will 
encounter a different kind of 
hunger, a different kind of crav- 
ing from that which Bar and I 
saw in Africa,” Bush said.

Syria and Iran are also reported 
to have chemical weapons and 
Several Arab states now have long- 
range missiles capable of hitting 
the Jewish state. 

“Witboat drafting an indepen- 
dent international agreement ban- 
ning chemical aims, there shall be 
no hope of drafting an inter- 
national agreement banning 
nuclear arms,” the paper quoted 
the Soviet document as saying. 

The document purportedly adv- 
ised Arab states that Moscow 
believed today's international 
realities stress the need for an 
international a g reement banning 
chemical weapons. 

The use of chemical weapons is 
banned under a 1925 Geneva 
protocol. 

The Arab states have supported 
an initiative by Egyptian 
President Hosra Mubarak calling 
for declaring the Middle East a 
region free of weapons of mass 
arniihilatiOB. 

Bat Israel has not responded, 
thus freezing any posable Arab 
move toward their declared objec- 
tive. 

Arab League Secretary -Gen-

RABAT, June 16, (Reuter): Algeria is not Iran. "Moroccan 
fundamentalist leader Abdelillab Benkiranesaid on Thursday in 
comments on fundamentalist victories in Algerian local election. 

Leader of the small Jemaa Islamiya Movement, Benkirane 
told Reuters (hat Abassi Madani, chief of the Islamic Salvation 
Front (FIS), “is to my knowledge a moderate and in no circum- 
stances would he allow the freedoms of others to be violated." 

“I do not think (Algerian President) Chadli Benjedid will be 
evicted from power, even if the FIS has the means to do so in the 
future, because he is an honest Arab and Muslim head of state 
who has opted for democracy and he has gone a long way in this 
direction, "he added. 

He&tid the ruling National Liberation Front I FLN ) party bad 
run Algeria by force for 28 years since independence and “the 
Islamists in Algeria are not going to make the same mistake if 
they want their experiment to succeed.” 

The pro-government Moroccan daily Le Matin dismissed the 
Algerian elections in three paragraphs on an inside page without 
comment. Opposition dailies gave them front-page coverage. 

Asked if the FIS electoral triumph would have repercussions in 
neighbouring Morocco and Tunisia, Benkirane said "there will 
certainly be influences to the extent that it will draw the attention 
of the political classes and intellectuals to the need for a revision 
of their attitude towards the Islamic movement.'' 

- He added that the people of the two countries would also be 
influenced but it would depend "on the results of the Islamic 
movement's practical experience in Algeria. 

"If the results of management and behaviour on the local and 
central levels are positive the influences will also be positive, 
otherwise it will be the opposite," he said. 

He said the Tunisian Islamic group Nahdba ha^ influenced 
Algeria while repercussions in Morocco “will be very* limited 
because the social, economic and cultural situations are totally 
different to those in Algeria.” 

Benkirane's Jemaa Islamiya is officially tolerated but its 
fortnightly newspaper A1 lslah was banned without explanation 
in January. He said he planned to bring out a new publication.

Israel facing housing shortages: influx pushes rents high forcing citizens to quit 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM. June 16, (AP): Israel 
is fast running pur of housing for Soviet Jews, and 
the country could face a severe shortage by year’s 
end. 

Government officials say more than 43,000 Soviet 
Jews have arrived this year, and the influx has 
pushed up rents in some areas, fueling protests by 
young Israelis that they are being priced out of the 
housing market. 


The emigration of Soviet Jews to Israel has been 
running at record levels since Moscow relaxed exit 
policies in the spring of 1989, and the United States 
subsequently tightened ils immigration rules. 

Nearly 1 3,000 Soviets came to Israel in 1989. The 
1990 total is expected to exceed 150,000, Israeli 
officials say. . 

Uri Shoshani, director of engineering and plan- 
ning in the Housing Ministry, said Israel’sestimated

Jerusalem they arc up 1 50 percent lo $450, the paper 
said. 

The increase has come about because landlords 
have raised rents on the cheapest apartments to 
match the Soviets’ monthly subsidy.

US senate committee debate 


Administration opposes 
sanctions against Iraq 


WASHINGTON, June 16. (Kuna): US Assistant 
Secretary of Slate for the Near East John Kelly 
stressed here yesterday the importance of maintain- 
ing good relations with Iraq and came out against 
senate attempts to impose sanctions again ts that 
country. 


Kelly, the state department's top official on the 
Middle East, predicted that the Arabian Gulf region 


and Iraq will “increase in importance to US national 
security and interests” in the 1990s. 

“Now and in the future, Iraq will play a major role 
in the Gulf, whatever US policy is." Kelly said. 

The senior American official made these and 
other wide-ranging comments during a testimony 
before the senate foreign relations committee con- 
- vened especially to review US relations with Iraq. 

The meeting came amid raountingefforts by pro- 
Israeli congressmen aimed at imposing wide-rang- 
ing sanctions against Iraq, But the Bush administra- 
tion. as Kelly outlined yesterday, was strongly 
opposed to the imposition of any sanctions against 
Iraq. 


The state department official emphasised, 
however, that the Bush administration would like to 
see Iraq” work towards stability in the Gulf, human 
rights for its citizens, moderation in the Middle East 
process, and effective global implementation of all 
international understandings and agreements 
regarding nuclear, biological, and chemical 
weapons.” 


Despite claims to the contrary by critical 
American congressmen, Kelly told them 
emphatically that “we do not believe that Iraq poses 
a near-term nuclear proliferation threat.” 

He noted that Iraq's fissile material is under 
International Atomic Energy Agency safeguards 

and is inspected regularly- . . • 

And in a bid to prevent the imposition of sanc- 
tions against Iraq by a hostile congress, Kelly made 
it clear to committee members that the administra- 
tion is opposed to such sanctions because they will 
not work. 

“Based on past experience, we do not believe that 
legislating unilateral trade and economic sanctions 
would help us to achieve US goals with Iraq.’ 

He added, “to be effective, economic sanctions 
should be imposed on a multilateral basis. There is 
no prospect of this in the case of Iraq.” 

Sanctions 

fn addition, he said sanctions would definitely 
hurt US exporters and worsen the American trade 
deficit. “Sanctions would not improve our ability to 
exercise a restraining influence on Iraqi sanctions,” 
the senior official told committee members. 

Kelly concluded, “We believe it is important to 
give the government of Iraq an opportunity to 
demonstrate that it can act to reverse this deteriora- 
tion in relations. We are therefore opposed to leg- 
islation which would impose economic sanc- 
tion ** 


Criticism 


While Kelly and other officials and witnesses 
criticised Iraq's human rights record, the slate 
department official outlined to congressmen many 
of the positive steps that Iraq has taken in recent 
years. 

As listed by Kelly, these include: expulsion of the 
Abu Nidalmdup from Iraq, co-operation with Arab 
League efforts to end fighting in Lebanon, the 
discussion of a new constitution lor Iraq, partici pal- 
ing in the 1 989 Paris conference on chemical 
weapons, and Iraq's clear indication that it will not 
obstruct the parties directly involved in the Middle 
East process. 

But a number of recent measures by Iraq have 
causal worry lo the United Stales, according to 
Kelly. These include Iraq's criticism of US presence 
in the Gulf and the launch of the missiles. 


The US has a number of co-operation program- 
mes with Iraq, none of which is aid. “US taxpayer 
dollars do not go Iraq.” Kelly assured congressmen 
at one point. 

The largest co-operation programme between the 
two countries is that of credit guarantees, which is 
run by the Department of Agriculture. 

According lo this programme, the US exported 
about 1 S billion in agricultural commodities lo Iraq 
in 1989. 


This year, Kelly said, the US has provided Iraq 
some S5G0 million in credit insurance under this 
programme. Release of further guarantees for this 
fiscal year has been deferred pending the outcome of 
investigations by the departments ofagriculture and 
justice. 

Another programme involves the US Export- 
Import Bank which has short-term revolving credit 
insurance programme of about $200 million. 


Organ donation continuous giving 


DONATIONS of organs after 
death is considered a noble and 
human act. The need to donate 
organs emanates from the 
importance to save the life of 
others who live .constantly in 
pain and fear of death. 

Humanity and science place 
high values on alleviating these 
sufferings by undertaking trans- 
plants and continually call for 
organ donations — before or 
after death. In this respect 
Islamic rulings have now pennit- 
ted transplanting of organs — 
within certain stipulations. 

A local daily interviewed a 
number of citizens to highlight 
their opinions on the issue of 
organ donation and transplants 
and here are a few excerpts. 

Doctor Mohammed Al Mous- 
awi states that scientific advan- 
cements in the medical field led to 
successful solutions for many ill- 
nesses. He stressed that Islam is a 
religion of science and develop- 
ment adding that it considered 
donation of organs to be a con- 
tinuous giving. Future will carry 
further advancements in this 
field. 


He added that the role of 
Kuwait Organs Transplant 
Society is considered of high 
importance under scientific and 
medical developments in this 
field. The role of the society put 
more emphasis on the process of 
providing citizens with more 
awareness by spreading the co- 
operation spirit and unity in the 
field of organs transplant. 


transplant. 

Doctor Fathi Shaqoor stated 
that Islam permitted the dona- 
tion of organs during life and 
after death in accordance with 
some conditions. 


He added that Kuwait Organs 
Transplant Society co-operates 
with some government and 
priv ate establishments in presen- 
ting ill citizens with assistance. 
Such assistance is represented by 
giving travel tickets to patients. 
The society also backs up scien- 
tific research in the field of 
organs transplant. 

Matlouba Abdul Majeed 
slated that she docs not oppose 
donating her organs to patients 
as far as it is an act of giving. 


Doctor Subhi Al Aqad stated 
that the idea is humane and noble 
and it wiD save the life of many 
individuals. 

Aqueel Karama stressed the 
importance of organs transplant 
adding that he is willing to don- 
ate his organs as a humane act 
and that the day may come when 
he needs somebody to donate his 
organs to him. 


Fatema Mohammed on lhe 
other hand stated that donation 
of organs after death is a very 
civilised idea adding that it 
important to test thecondition of 
donors before conducting the 


Kaja Al Saleh supported the 
donation of organs on the condi- 
tion that the donor must be dead. 

Aisha AJ Yaqoot stressed that 
citizens should realise the impor- 
tance of organs donation. She 
stated that as far as religion per- 
mits organs donation she docs 
not see anything wrong with it. 

On the other hand. Jumal AI 
Ali pointed out that local dona- 
tion is far belter than importing 
kidneys and other organs from 
other countries.

ACCORDING to a statistical 
release issued by the Planning 
Department at the Education 
Ministry the total number of 
students in all public sectors 
schools has reached 373,718, 
boys and girls, of which 209,757 
students are Kuwaitis, account- 
ing for 56.1 per cent. 

The release said that the higest 
percentage of students in the 
public education sector was 
among Kuwaiti students in the 
capital schools, where the total 
number of students was 51,029, 
boys and girls, of whom 34,457 
were Kuwaitis, accounting for 
67.5 per cent of the total number. 

The release said the lowest per- 
centage of Kuwaiti students was 
recorded in Jahra. where the

The release also added that the 
largest number of kindergarten 
students was recorded in 
Hawally educational area where 
the total number of students was 
recorded at 8,759 boys and girls, 
of whom 8*338 were Kuwaits,' 
accounting for 95.2 per cent.

AS ON occasions divorce is the 
only way out ofmarital problems 
between a husband and wife, the 
phenomenon is world-wide and 
Kuwait is no exception. 


To view its ramifications, a 
local daily conducted a survey of 
several females. 


A female, who is a teacher by 
profession said that she had 
married three years ago and had 
one son, who is now two years 
old. She said that she and her 
husband had known each other 
for two years prior to their get- 
ting married and initially every- 
thing was smooth : — despite their 
educational differences. She was 
a university graduate, she said 
and her husband dropped out of 
school in the fourth primary 
grade of education. 

She said that her husband had 
not told her the facts about him- 
self prior to getting married and 
had connived to deceive her. 
Elucidating, she said that when 


kept for four monlhs. On his 
return from the hospital, she said 

that life becamea living-hell. One 

day on her return from her teach- 
ing job she said she was surprised 
to find that all the furniture from 
the house and electrical applian- 
ces had disappeared. The 
housemaid informed her that her 
husband had sold all the articles 
to pay some of his dues. 

In spiLe of her best efforts to 
maintain the marriage, she said 
that there was no alternative — 
except divorce. 

The second case involves a

After five months of marriage 
her husband requested that, she 
leave her job and stay home to 
take care of his two sons. She- 
accepted herhusband's proposal 
on condition /that 6e . should 
provide her with a monthly all- 
owance.

he first proposed marriage 
through her family, they had 
refused. Her father had informed 
her that the man had a medical 
problem and had spent con- 
siderable time at the psychiatric 
hospital: He also was a low paid 
employee at one of the ministries 
and had no savings. However; 
she said that sbe loved him very 
much and during their courtship 
they had made love and she was 
pregnant. Confronted with this 
dilemma, she said that her 
parents were forced to accept. 


The woman who is employed 
at the Ministry of Social Affairs 
and Labour said that she knew 
that divorce has a strong impact 
on children, so she opted for a 
separation.

She had to 
pay his car instalments in full 
when a court notice came to the 
house stating that her husband 
had not paid the dues for a long 
time.

To add to the woes, after two

She said that she had married 
her husband without knowing 
bis past and that after marriage 
she discovered that- he was 
married twice and that be. had.

KUWAIT. June 16. (Kuna): 
Irish Foreign Minister Gerard 
Collins has affirmed that the hol- 
ding of an international Mideast 
Peuce Conference is a key goal in 
the EEC policy and stressed that 
bis government is all for such a 
conference. 

Speaking in an exclusive 
interview with a local daily 
Collins said: "There is no solu- 
tion to the Middle East 
(problem) except by granting 
Palestinians the right to self- 
determination.*' 

He hoped that the Palestinian 
state, which was declared Nov 
IS, 1988, would becomea reality, 
followinga UN-sponsored inter- 
national conference, in which all 
the parties concerned take part, 
including the PLO “which we 
have recognised its role and right 
in representing the Palestinian 
people.” 

Collins indicated that EEC 
states are keen to search for the 
most ideal ways to pressure Israel 
into accepting a peaceful solu- 
tion to the Middle East crisis or 
to push forward the peace 
process in the region. • • - • 

. . Tension ■ - 
He noted: “A known fact must 
be made clear, namely tharrhere 
is no power or country in the 
world that can impose peace on 
Israel.” 

Asked if the Middle East is on 
the brink of an Arab-Israeli war, 
the Irish minister replied: “I 
think the atmosphere is tense 
enough and I do not want to 
make them even worse.” 

He also praised the US role in 
resolving the Mideast problem 
and said that EEC states are 
equally important, but have a 
different role, bringing back to 
mind the support for residents of 
the occupied territories until 
1992, endorsed by EEC countries 
in their S trass bourg meeting. 

Threat 

On the EEC stance toward 
transforming the Middle East 
into a nuclear and chemical-free 
zone, Collins noted that the EEC 
statement last April has expres- 
sed the community’s worry at the 
increasing threat to peace as a 
result or the use of such weapons. 

Collins, who is also thecurrenl 
EEC chairman, denied that the 
community had slopped worry- 
i ng over the situation m Lebanon 
and said that EEC has never 
ceased its humanitarian aid to 
Lebanon, nor its co-operation 
with the Arab Tripartite Com- 
mittee toward implementing the 
Taif Accord.

ABU DHABI, June 16. (Kuna): 
Officers from the Gulf Co-opera- 
tion Council states will Ake part 
in organising traffic movement 
in Saudi Arabia during this 
year's haj season. 

The UAE Ministry of Interior 
today said that it had sent two 
officers to represent the UAE for 
this purpose. 


Minimise red tape 
in industry: Ajeel 

‘Tailor technology to needs’ 


ALL industrial authorities 
should be merged inio one cen- 
tralised bods io minimise red 
tape and save time of industrial 
investors b> processing all tran- 
sactions though this single means 
of communications, the deputy 
director-general al Al Shuaiba 
Industrial Authority and mem- 
ber at the board of directors of 
the Industrial Bank of Kuwait. 
Naser Al Ajeel said. 

The official added that indus- 
try in Kuwait suffers from a lack 
of a comprehensive strategy to 
develop relevant laws. The 
industrial taw w as enacted in 
1965 and are not in keeping with 
current developments. In this 
respect, the official said that the 
minister of commerce and indus- 
try is currently paying special 
at lent ion and a specialised com- 
milteehas been formed to redress 
this issue. 

Ajeel pointed out that accord- 
ing to current procedures, the 
investor needs about IS months 
to have the necessary licence 
after completion of the feasibility 
study of the project as compared 
to other countries where the time 
factor docs not exceed two mon- 
ths. 

Protection 

Meanwhile, the official dis- 
closed that the relevant studies 
for setting up a public authority 
for industrialisation in the coun- 
try’ had been finalisedin 1980. He 
added that the AJ Shuaiba Indus- 
trial Authority through its 26 
years of experience in the indus- 
trial field could constitute a 
nucleus for the proposed auth- 
ority, provided that this auth- 
ority should be given the neces- 
sary powers and should be res- 
ponsible for planning, managing 
and organising the industrial sec- 
tor in the country. He also said 
that the Al Shuaiba Industrial 
Authority had been established 
in 1964 in accordance with an 
Amiri Decree and had been 
transferred to an industrial area 
from a populated location and 
had been designed to become a 


nucleus for an ideal industrial 
community. 

The authority during the past 
years had extended industrial 
plots i o investors, leased plots for 
industrialists at token charges in 
addition to setting up necessary 
registration stations which aim 
at supplying oil and petro- 
chemical industries with their 
needs of sea-cooled water. Also 
the authority had set up a centre 
at a cost of several million 
Kuwaiti Dinars to afford protec- 
tion to the community from 
pollution. 

In accordance w , j|h recom- 
mendations adopted by the 
seminar held lust year, to mark 
the 25th anniversary of the auth- 
ority. it had formed a working 
team to study the feasibility for 
setting up a central workshop. 
The team recommended that the 
workshop should be situated at 
Al Shuaiba Port and Mina 
Abdulla area as 35 plants are 
located in these two areas. 

Commenting on the concern 
given by the Ministry of Com- 
merce and Industry and the 
Chamber of Commerce and 
Industry to the commercial sec- 
tor at the expense of the indus- 
trial entity, the official said that 
we should bear in mind that 
Kuwait is a commercial country 
and its location could qualify it to 
become a distinct commercial 
centre. He added that in view of 
(be shortage of raw materials, 
priority should be accorded to 
the oil industry and its related 
derivatives, including petro- 
chemicals. 

He said that to provide an 
industrial environment, neces- 
sary concern should be extended 
to graduates, particularly to 
those of Kuwait University and 
Public Authority for Applied 
Education and Training. Indus- 
trial policy should focus on 
graduates of these institutions to 
meet market requirements for 
economists and scientists to 
create a new productive base.

Council to bridge 
gap, say members

HADI HAYEF AL HOUWAILA, the Riqqa representative at the 
National Council said that the National Council will be bridging the 
gap created after the parliament was dissolved in 1986 and will also 
assess citizens' needs. 

Houwaiia, an ex-member of 1975, 1980 and 1985 National Assem- 
blies believes in the council’s future role in reviewing laws approved by 
the parliament and added that he will call for reducing the four-year 
period of the council. 

The ex-member of Ahmadi govemoraie council said that the Interim 
Council has to study minuses and set up restrictions on the parliament. 
About the future possibility of contesting elections for parliament. 
Houwaiia said “I’ll cross that bridge when i come to it." 

Fayez Al Bougaili believes that the National Council is the only 
democratic way for continuing a wise dialogue to exchange views in a 
legal frame. 

Bougaili, an ex-member of 198 1 parliament session said the council 
will evaluate the past parliamentary experience in one-family atmos- 
phere, away from fanaticism. 

For Bougaili. fulfilling people's demands is also on top of his list. He 
will call for writing off serial security pension loans and increase 
housing loans. 

The National Council member will focus on other issues such as 
reducing service-fees charged by some ministries and writing off the 
remaining amount of loans for owners of limited-income houses. 

Bougaili said that he will raise the issue of reimbursing the honorary 
medals amount discontinued for police and army officers after they 
retire. 


should be selective in their choice 
of technology transfer from 
abroad to K uwait and tailorsuch 
technology to their specific 
needs. The expansion in the 
industrial sector will provide new 
job opportunities and redress the 
veiled unemployment prevailing 
in the government sector and fur- 
ther provide technical develop- 
ment of all sectors, including 
services. In this respect, he said 
that industrial development 
should give serious considera- 
tion to the creation of job oppor- 
tunities. 

Objectives 

Ajeel called for clear and pre- 
cise objectives of the industrial 
process in Kuwait and suggested 
that future industrial projects 
should keep abreast with the 
country's oil industries. He said: 
“Industrialisation is not just set- 
ting up industrial units, hut 
should be capable of offsetting 
capital costs in addition to gain- 
ing adequate margins of profit.” 

Obstacles to industrial 
development of the country 
reflected the lack of industrial, 
strategy which should define 
industrial priorities, the high 
commercial and financial risks 
and the poor yields of the indus- 
trial projects, including the 
vision of the private sector to 
invest in the industrial field in the 
absence of the authorities expert- 
ise to submit an appropriate 
industrial project list. 

Speaking of the efforts to ■ 
encourage the country’s indus- 
trial sector, by the Industrial 
Bank of Kuwait, the official said 
that the bank extended conces- 
sional loans to industrialists and 
its positive role has been well 
acclaimed. He added that the 
objectives of the Industrial Bank 
were different from those of 
development banks elsewhere. 

The national workforce at Al 
Shuaiba Industrial Authority 
comprises 30 per cent of staff, 
unlike other government auth- 
orities whose level is 18 percent. 
Ajeel said. 

No bail 
for drug 
smugglers 

THE public prosecution has 
reportedly issued a decision 
providing for the detention of 
drug smugglers without bail until 
the completion of investigations. 

A local daily said that Jabriya 
securitymen recently apprehen- 
ded a ten-member drug ring all of 
whom were of Kuwaiti nation- 
ality ranging in ages between 25 
to 30 years. 

A police force who raided the 
residence of one of the members 
of the gang discovered a special 
room tailored to smoke dope and 
equipped with all types of drugs, 
including specialised medical 
resuscitating equipment which is 
used to redress the ill-effects of 
drug overdoses without the need 
of visiting a doctor. 

Initial information reveals 
that seven of the drug ring mem- 
bers are jobless ex-convicts who 
depend on their source of supply 
on a man they referred to as the 
“Masterbrains” whom the 
public prosecution and criminal 
intelligence department have 
railed in for questioning.

Special education for handicapped 


DIRECTOR of the Special Education Department al the Ministry of 
Education, Mohammed Al Hameedi said the government is keen to 
provide the handicapped with the necessary' educational and qualifying 
requirements. He slated that such achievements have made special 
education in Kuwait quite advanced in the Arab world. 

Interviewed by a local daily, he added that a number of high-level 
committees have been formed to study educational and rehabilitation 
conditions of special education students. He added that committees 
will also study the development acts necessary for enhancing plans and 
curricula in order to achieve ideal care. 

He pointed out that curricula at special education primarv grade 
have been totally reoriented. He stated that the rehabilitation 
programme of handicapped accordingly will be pursued for a period of 
six years. 

He indicated that the total number of students ai special education 
schools are presently numbered al 2.000 and staff at these schools total 
460 teachers. He indicated tha l the depart merit is facing shortages in Ihe 
teaching staff of some handicapped fields. 

He pointed out that 15 per cent of students at special education 
institutes are from GCC states with 230 students belonging to outside 


scholarships. 

Special measures were adopted at (he Special Education Department 
in order to develop curricula in 1980. He pointed out that special efforts 
were made to complete development of the rehabilitation and primary 
stages. 

He added that shortages among the teaching staff of some sections is 
being covered by two resources namely by hiring special education 
teachers from abroad, particularly from Jordan and Egypt and through 
national elements. He slated that the department is willing to train 
nationals interested in the field. 

Regarding parents co-operation with the department, Hameedi said 
that high success and advancement in the field was made possible by the 
strong co-operation of parents. He said that such co-operation is 
represented by the parents sessions and lectures organised during open 
days at schools. Other activities held at special education schools 
include the holding of an educational handicrafts exhibition during 
March this year. He added that the Special Education Department at 
the Ministry of Education will organise a sports and recreational parly 
for activities. Additionally, the department will hold an agricultural 
exhibition during the same day containing gardens produce in schools.

Stasi secret 
files found 

EAST BERLIN, (APJ: Erich Mieike ran his secret empire from a 
musty, dimly lit office in a huge complex of buildings on the outskirts of 
East Berlin. 

When he was forced to give up his post as chief of the East German 
secret police, he left behind an empty safe, a newspaper shredder, and a 
poorly rendered painting of the Berlin Wall, 

He left an open jar of fruit juice in the refrigerator, a box of uniforms 
from the communist youth group in a closet, and a personal switch- 
board connecting him to his security chiefs around the world. 

As almost every East German knows, Mieike also left behind a vast 
army of secret police and 6 million clandestine files, a seemingly 
bottomless well of information ranging from the mundane to the 
potentially explosive. 

His organization no longer exists. Mieike, 82, is hospitalized and 
reported suffering from senility. The ne w government is Uying to decide 
what to do with the employees, the buildings and the millions of files. 

Information 

To many East Germans, the Files are a Pandora's Box. To Western 
intelligence agencies, they are a potential gold mine of information 
about the former government's espionage activities abroad, and its 
reputed role in training or harbouring international terrorists. 

“They are very important," said George Carver, a former CtA 
station chief in Bonn. West Germany. "The East Germans ran a very 
efficient police state and bad one of the best intelligence services in the 
world," he said in a recent telephone interview. 

East German authorities in the past two weeks arrested several 
reputed members of West Germany's leftist Red Army Faction, which 
has been blamed for a string of killings and bombings during the past 
two decades. 

All had been among the most wanted people in West German history, 
and all had been living quietly in East Germany apparently with the 
knowledge and help of the former secret police. 

One, S usance Albrecht, said she had been granted asylum by the 
secret police and furnished with a new identity. 

Another, Inge Vielt, 46, was known to be Living in East Germany as 
far back as 1986. 

"The East Germans were used to train security services around the 
world,” said Carver. "They were very involved in allowing terrorists to 
stay in East Germany. If that is with foundation, it should be made 
public." 

Interior Minister Peter-Michael Diestel of East Germany, who 
oversees police functions in East Germany, said he would “clear up as 
much as possible this diabolical connection between the Ministry for 
State Security and the terror scene." 

But Diestel has come under fire for employing more than 2.000 
members of the former secret police, known as the Stasi. 

Stasi employees still work at the vast main headquarters in Berlin, 
and many are in the police department. 

‘They are still around and l do not know why. I see the same people 
drinking in the same bars," said East Berliner Helmut Frankan, 66. 
who said his restaurant was closed by the secret police because too 
many young people frequented it. 

Thousands of others are unemployed and drawing jobless benefits or 
pensions. 

Many former East German agents were believed to have been 
recruited both by Soviet and Western intelligence agencies after the 
pro-democracy revolt. 

Hans Gerl Lange, a spokesman for West German counter- 
intelligence agency, said there was a sharp rise in defections from East 
Germany after the old hard-line regime was thrown out last autumn. 
■*A lot, 1 would say,” he said. 

About 85,000 people were employed by the Stasi, from file clerks to 
surveillance experts, and other 109.000 — ranging from teachers to 
travel agents — had informal secret police duties. 

After the former government of hardliner Erich Honecker was 
toppled last autumn, a caretakercommunisi government appointed a 
committee and a team of government officials to disband the Stasi and 
catalogue the files and its vast properties. 

After the current government was elected, that committee was 
replaced by a new one that is to recommend to the government how to 
finally dismantle the once-fearso/ne apparatus and, perhaps most 
importantly, what to do with the closely guarded files. 

Prime Minister Lothar de Main ere had denied similiar accusations 
that he was secret police informant. 

Albrecht Dauer, a former member of the Citizens' Committee, said 
virtually all 400 Parliament members have looked at their Stasi files. 

Many East Germans have intense hatred for the sprawling network 
that followed, bugged, intimidated, interrogated and often imprisoned 
dissidents. 

A Stasi file from last year on an East German environmental group 
includes detailed lists of meetings, members and even the name of the 
pastor ofthe church where it met. 

It refers to the group's “hostile and negative activities." 

Ex-CIA man Carver said East Germany should conduct a case-by- 
case analysis of the Stasi files and remove any elected official who was 
found to have collaborated. 


BUCHAREST, (AP): The violence that marked 
Romania’s overthrow of Nicolae Ceausescu always 
seems ready to explode — a product of the bloodiest 
communist rule in Eastern Europe and centuries of 
ethnic and political strife. 

The overwhelming victory of pr^ident-elect Ion 
lliescu and his National Salvation Front in May, 
five months after Ceausescu's ouster, only height- 
ened the traditional divisions in society. 

fiiescu’s triumph left the opposition with little 
power to exert political pressure on him, and debate 
moved into the streets. 

The press, with several exceptions, offers little 
constructive criticism, inflaming rather than calm- 
ing passions. 

Destroyed 

"We destroyed the political power of commun- 
ism. But the sociaL economic and administrative 
structures are in their place, and that is the second 
phase of the revolutions," Slelian Tanase, editor of 
the weekly “22,” said in an interview. 

Predicting chaos in the next six months as the 
economy deteriorates and workers start to strike, 
Tanase said the Salvation Front will gradually Jose 
power. 

For now, however, lliescu can rely on the com- 
munisL structures he inherited virtually intact to 
enforce his will. 

He summoned lens of thousands of supporters 
into the streets Thursday. The tactic only added to 
Wednesday's violent clashes between anti-govern- 
ment demonstrators and security forces, in which at 
(east five people died. 

Uiescu's backers clubbed opponents to the 
ground, ransacked opposition' party offices and 
demanded a ban on the independent newspaper 
Romania Libera. 

Their actio ns feed on fear of a changing future and 
ignorance of democratic institutions bred by five 
decades of communist or fascist rule. 

By casting himself as the guardian of workers and 
their interests, lliescu has limited his ability to man- 
oeuvre for change. 

lliescu is “prisoner of- the apparatus ... of the 
engine on which he jumped," said Thomas KJeinin- 
ger, vice-chairman of a leading .intellectual group, 
the Group for Social Democracy in a May 
interview. 

“He could have the best intentions, but hecan’t do 
what he wants," Kleininger said of lliescu. 

Unique 

“The almost unique chance to take now the road 
of genuine democracy and join in the flow of 
European values has been missed, at least for a 
while, with amazing carelessness," the daily 
Romania Libera wrote Uiescu’s May 20 election. 

The failure to dismantle communist structures in 
Romania leaves in place the terror bred by one ofthe 
most brutal instruments of repression in Eastern 
Europe. 



(AP): Here is a chronology of 
events in Romania since the com- 
munists took power after World 
Warll.

streets and get army on their side. 
The National Salvation Front, a 
group uniting anti-Ceausescu 
communists, dissidents and 
intellectuals, takes control of TV 
station. The array fights 
Ceausescu's security forces. 

Dec 25 — Committee announces 
it has tried, convicted and 
executed Ceausescu and his wife 
for crimes including genocide 
and destruction of the national 
economy. 

Dec 26— Ion 1 liescu, an ex-mem- 
ber of the Ceausescu regime and 
a leader of the revolution, is 
named chairman of council of 
National Salvation Committee. 
Fighting subsides. 

Jan 12 — lliescu says the Com- 
munist Party is outlawed, but 
government retracts the ban a 
week later. 

Feb I — The government 
proposes creation of interim

After World War II, Romania's Communist 
Party was merely a few hundred dedicated Marxist- 
Leninists mostly trained in Moscow, but those com- 
munists used a mixture of political intrigue and 
bloody repression to seize power. 

Tens of thousands of peasants and intellectuals 
were either killed ordied working on public projects. 

Communist leader Cheorge Gheorgiu-Dej died in 
1965, paving the way for the initially more liberal 
rule of Ceausescu. Cultivated by the West as a 
maverick, he built up Lrade ties taboo elsewhere in 
the Eastern Europe, 

Gradually, however, Ceausescu's rule grew more 
and more harsh. By last December, when he was 
ousted in a popular revolt backed by the army, his 23 
million citizens lived in terror of a network of 
Securitate secret police and informers. 

Intellectuals say lliescu and the National Salva- 
tion From exploited this fear to inflate the violence 
of the revolution. The front allowed rumours that 


tens of thousands died to run unchecked and contin- 
ually warned of the danger from Securitate agents 
battling soldiers. 

Psychological terror blended with real danger 
during the revolution to make those figures believa- 
ble. In the months since, the government has quietly 
admitted the death toll was much lower, just over 
1,000. It has never said how many Securitate agents, 
it captured or killed. 

Everywhere in Eastern Europe, the secret police 
has proved the most perfidious aspect of communist 
rule. Its legacy in Romania is stronger because the ‘ 
terror was greater. 

The problem in Romania is compounded by 
greater ethnic differences and greater . economic 
devastation than elsewhere in Eastern. Europe. . 

Ethnic tensions could explode, as they did in the 
Transylvanian town ofTirgu Mures in March, when 
clashes between ethnic Hungarians mid Romanians 
left at least six people dead. 


U S not keen to discard dogma 


WASHINGTON, (Reuter);,As public debate on a 
new role for Nato intensifies in the United States, a 
senior US official said the Bush administration is- 
not keen to abandon a fundamental Nato doctrine 
— the firstuse of nuclear weapons. 

“There's no great impetus on the inside (of the 
administration) to change the doctrine.” the official 
told Reuters this week in an interview. “But ... 1 can't 
tell you categorically it will never happen,” he 
added. 

For 25 years, theNorth AtianticTreaty Organisa- 
tion has adhered to the doctrine of flexible response 
by which the alliance would react to Warsaw Pact 
aggression by first urine conventional forces, then 
tactical nuclear arms and ultimately strategic anm. 

Deteriorating 

But now, with the pact deteriorating and 
democracies emerging in the communist bloc, Nato 
has declared its intention to review its military 
strategy and emphasise a political role over a 
military one. 

A senior US official said it would be inconceivable 
that the 16 Nato allies would not raise the nuclear 
first-strike issue during an overall review. 

"As circumstances change (in Europe) your need 
to resorlto an early use of nuclear weapons may also 
undergo some change,” he said. But be worried that 
renouncing the first-use policy might “make the 
environment safe for conventional war." 

Democratic Senator Joseph Biden told Secretary 
of State James Baker during a meeting ofthe Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee. 

“I think we should revise Nato’s strategy to lake 
into account the changing conventional balance 
resulting from the withdrawal of most or all Soviet 
forces in Eastern Europe.” 

He said abandonment of the first use of nuclear 
weapons policy would also be a way to keep a uni fled 
Germany in Nato and make the SovieL Union more 
comfortable about a United Germany being part of 
the Western alliance. 

"Nato’s strategic -option of first use of nuclear 
weapons has been based on the perception of a 
Soviet conventional superiority,” Biden said. “And 
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Nato troops in manoeuvres.

solely to deter attack . " 

Declaration 

Baker replied that the first use of nuclear weapons 
doctrine would be part of the Nato review. One arms 
control specialist said the declaration was the first 
time Washington had acknowledged that this basic 
principle would be reconsidered. 

A senior US official said nuclear weapons Knk US 
and European strategies, ensure all parties share the 
risk of war and remind the allies of the danger of 
escalating a conflict. 

“You don’t warn to create a sense that somehow 
it’s okay to go to war now because we don't have to 
fear the danger of escalation as much,” the official 


Renouncing first use is a decision that could never 
be taken lightly since, once made, it might never be 
reversed because it would' require approval of all 
Nato members, he added. 

The structure of Soviet forces in Europe has not 
yet changed enough to merit such a move, so the 
most Nato leaders could do at a summit in London 
next month is say they may change the doctrine in 
the future, said Gregory Flynn of the Carnegie 
Endowment for International Peace. 

Spurgeon Keeny, a former US arms control 
official, said he could see merit in both East and 
West adopting a no first-use policy as a way of 
further diluting the political confrontation in 
Europe.

It would be Wonderful for 
your clients.”

Direct dialling has been a breakthrough comparable 
to man landing on the moon. Just because the public 
is confused doesn’t mean that the system is unwork- 
able. The money saved is channelled into research to 
find belter ways of dialling people without having to 
go through the switchboard.

ABC share issue 
oversubscribed 


BAHRAIN, June 16, (Reuter): 
Arab Banking Corp. B.S.C. 

( ABC) said today its $350miUion 
share offering, the biggest ever 
beldin thcMiddle East, had been 
14.2 per cent oversubscribed, 
mainly by Arab investors. 

ABC president Abdullah 
Saudi told reporters about 85 per 
cent of the bank's new issue oV25 
million shares had been privately 
placed with firms and individuals 
in the Arab world. 

Ten per cent of the shares, 
priced at SI4 each, were placed 
with investors outside the region 
while just under six per cent were 
sold to the public on the Bahrain 
market. The offering began three 
weeks ago. 

"This demonstrates one 
important thing — that there is 
liquidity and there is good 
appetite for investment, 
especially in the Arab world," 
Saudi said. 

The share offering, which 
raised ABCs paid-in capital by 
one third to SI billion, was the 
first by an Arab institution 


available to foreign investors. 

Saudi said once the new shares 
were allotted the bank, which 
was previously owned equally by 
the governments of Abu Dhabi. 
Libya and Kuwait, would have 
3,212 individual and 52 cor- 
porate shareholders. 

Trading of ABC shares would 
begin on the Bahrain and Paris 
Stock Exchanges within 30 days 
and subsequently on Seaq Inter- 
national in London, he said. 

Saudi did not give a breakd- 
own of the new investors but a 
spokesman forthe Riyadh-based 
Consulting Centre for Finance 
and Investment, lead manager 
for the offering in the Arab 
world, told Reuters 1,000 were 
from Saudi Arabia alone. 

Saudi said 1,074 share applica- 
tions had come from Gulf 
nationals buying shares on the 
Bahrain market, with half- of 
those from investors who took a 
minimum allocation of 50 
shares. 

This showed small investors 
were interested in buying shares. 


especially as a government share 
flotation was going on at the 
same time, he added- Bahrain 
sold its entire 40 per cent stake in 
the Bahrain Hotels Company for 
SI 7.3 million. 

ABC’s $14 share price was 
below its book value which stood 
at $15.33 at end- 1 989. The par 
value is 510. 

Saudi said part of the money 
from the new share issue would 
be used to finance a new ABC

ABC, with total assets of

paper.

The Japanese Ministry of 
Transport announced ibis and 
other new trans- Pacific route 
awards, made after agreemen t on 
a new route package agreed bet- 
ween the USA and Japan IB 
aviation talks last November. 

In addition to Washington. 
JAL has two extra flights per 
week on Tokyo-Chicago route, 
which thus will become a daily 
service. 

Japan Airlines was also given 
gateways rights to Maui Island 
via Honolulu in Hawaii and Bos- 
ton (Massachusetts), via 
Washington. 

Japan Air system received 
approval for a twice weekly 
service Tokyo-Honolulu which 
they say they will inaugurate in 
June 1991. 

Japan Airlines also received 
approval to operate four freigh- 
ter nights to Chicago, so did Nip- 
pon AirCargo. who also received 
for 3 weekly flights to Los 
Angeles. 

The Ministry* of Transporta- 
tion also approved a new daily 
domestic flight Haneda airport- 
Hiroshima for Japan Airlines, to 
be inaugurated from July this 
year. 

Japan Airlines has established 
the Japan Airlines Foundationin 
April, the first foundation of its 
kind to be established by an 
airlines in Japan to improve life 
through air travel.

Orixto buy upto 74planes 


TOKYO, June 16, (AP): Orix Corp., a Tokyo-based 
finance company, announced yesterday that it has 
obtained rignts to acquire up to 74 aircraft from 
Airbus Industrie. 

Orix spokesman Masayasu Fukazawa said the 
company won the rights to purchase 24 A3 20-200 
planes as well as options to purchase an additional 
50 all for delivery by the year 2000, from BranifTlnc. 

The total purchase price wll exceed $3 billion if all 
the options are exercised, thus making Orix Japan's 
largest aircraft-leasing company, he said. 

Orix paid $62 million to Braniff, a US airline that 
filed for protection from bankruptcy last year and 
owes Airbus Industrie $14.2 million. Most of the 
Orix payment will be used lo cover the deposit to 
Airbus. Fukazawa said. 

The Japanese finance company won the rights at 


an auction at Federal Banruptcy Court in Orlando, 
Florida, he said. 

"By buying the rights given several years ago 
instead of directly purchasing the planes from Air- 
bus, we can obtain planes much earlier at lower 
cost," he said. 

It normally takes 5-6 years before a manufacturer 
delivers planes to a purchaser, said Fukazawa. 

“Because we wanted to make 'aircraft available 
next spring, BranifTs contract, under which 
deliveries are supposed to start exactly when we 
wanted it, seemed perfect," he said. . 

Because BranifTs contract with Airbus was made 
when the A 320-200 was still under development, its 
purchase price was lower, Fukazawa said. He 
declined to provide the terms of the Bra niff- Airbus 
contract.

NEW YORK. June 16, (A P): 
Approaching the midway point 
or 1990, Wall Street analysts see 
many blessings to count in the 
performance of the stock and 
bond markets so far this year. 

Stocks have reached record 
highs in recent weeks, and bond 
prices have also rallied as interest 
rates declined. 

Worries about inflation have 
ebbed as well. But a slowdown in 
the pace of economic growth 
doesn't appear, in the eyes of 
many forecasters, to have 
brought business to the brink of 
any severe, economy-wide reces- 
sion. 

Along with whatever enth- 
usiasm those developments may 
have engendered, many markeL 
commentaries and predictions 
these days express a generous 
measure of relief. 

Since new year’s, most 
observers agree, the markets 
have tiptoed with remarkable 
agility through a minefield of 
potentially serious hazards. 

Already fading into memory 
from the early weeks of the year 
are a severe break in Japanese 
stock prices — some of the losses 
from which have recently been 
recouped — and the failure of 
Drexel Burnham Lambert Inc., 
the titan of the junk-bond 
market 

More recently, investors have 
had to grapple with worries 
about credit problems facing a 
diverse list of borrowers and len- 
ders ranging from developer 
Donald Trump to the money- 
market mutual funds. 

Even the much-discussed 
threat of a “credit crunch” 
appears to have been staved off, 
for the time being at leasL 

Whatever happens during the 
summer and beyond, many 
analysts say, (he Federal Reserve 
has kept some ammunition in 
reserve to use against any signs of 
developing economic Lrouble. 

So far, they note, the Fed has 
held off on any moves to a more 
stimulative credit policy as 
growth has weakened. 

“The economy is slowing, but 
a recession can probably be 
avoided," said Jack Lavery at 
Merrill Lynch. 

“We believe the data to be 
reported during the weeks ahead 
will show economic activity to be 
weak enough and inflation tame 
enough to spark another Fed 
easing within the next month.” 

Hopes of that sort helped ins- 
pire a solid advance in the stock 
marketduringthepast week. The 
Dow Jones Average of 30 indus- 
trials climbed 73.51 points to 
2,935.89, surpassing yesterday 
its previous closing peak of 
2,935.19 reached on June4. 

The New York Stock 
Exchange composite index 
gained 1.81 to 197.86; the Nas- 
daq Composite index for the 
over-the-counter market rose 
6.68 to 467.55, and the American 
Stock Exchange Market Value 
index was up 2.84 at 364.03. 


Iran devalues 
currency for 
many imports 

NICOSIA, June 16, (Reuter): 
Iran moved closer to a free 
market rate for its overvalued 
currency today, raising sharply 
the cost of many imports. 

The stale-owned Bank Melli 
said banks were selling dollars to 
importers for 1,270 rials — much 
nearer black market prices than 
the previous importers’ rate of 
800 rials to the dollar. 

"The bank is to release the rate 
daily in accordance with the fluc- 
tuation of the market. This 
specific scheme is to be used by 
importers for some 400 items of 
selected goods," said a bank 
statement carried by the official 
news agency Irna. 

The official rate of the rial, 
used mainly to import necessities 
like food and medicines, remains 
unchanged at 70 rials to the 
dollar. The government says it 
has no plans to devalue that rate, 
which would strike at the family 
budgets of the poor. 

Devaluation of the importers’ 
rale is part of a central bank 
cam paign to break the unofficial 
foreign exchange market in 
Tehran and other cities, to which 
the government in the past tur- 
ned a blind eye. The rial is also 
traded in the Gulf, Turkey, Pak- 
istan, Afghanistan and London. 

Moneychangers said the black 
market rate for the dollar fell last 
week on anticipation of today's 
announcement but rose again lo 
1,350 — a premium of 80 rials 
over the bank rate. 

• The central bank said on Tues- 
day it had issued 1 1 5 licences to 
money changers and banned 
foreign currency dealings by 
unauthorised individuals. 

But Ali Pakpcmr, a London- 
based moneychanger, told 
Reuters: “There are still a lot of 
people who will obtain iheir 
dollars on the quiet. 


Stock market gets back on the winning track 




NEW YORK, June 16. (UPI): Donald 
Trump's week-long financial ctifTta an- 
ger ended badly yesterday as the flam- 
boyant developer announced he was 
unable to meet a deadline for payments 
on bonds of one of his three casinos in 
Atlantic City, New Jersey. 

The longer-range consequences of 
the payment failure are unclear, but it 
now seems evident that Trump’s salad 
days, when the brash real estate tycoon 
commanded millions on the strength of 
his signature, have come to an end. 

His Trump organization issued a 
terse statement on Friday saying that 
about S30 million in principal and 
interest payments on high-interest 
“junk" mortgage bonds of his Trump’s 
castle gambling casino “are not being 
made." 

The announcement suggested that a 
bailout by banks which have lent 
T rump some S2 billion, under which he 
was to have received S60 million cash 
and suspension of some interest 
payments, had fallen through. 


Aside from humiliation for a man 
who once boasted of a net worth of 
billions, it was unclear whether the 
payment failure foreshadowed the dis- 
mantling of his empire of real estate, 
casinos and a shuttle airline. 

Two out of the big three automakers 
saw ratings on their senior debt lowered 
by Standard and Poor’s Corp during 
the week. The credit-rating agency said 
the Ford Motor Co and Chrysler 
Corp faced lean times, citing stiff com- 
petition, overcapacity in the industry 
and weak car demand. 

Standard and Poor’s downgraded 
Ford senior debt to AA-minus and 
Chrysler s to BBS-minus. The latter 
rating was just one level above so-called 
speculative grade debt. But the agency 
left the senior debt of General Motors 
Corp untouched. Around S200 billion 
of car industry debt was concerned 
overall. 

The announcement was a blow to the 
struggling US automobile industry. 
The two downgraded companies both 


said they were “disappointed” by the 
agency's move, and said they would 
continue their investment program- 
mes. Standard and Poor's warned that 
those new produet development 
programmes could strain resources. 

The downgrade came one day after 
the release of statistics showing sales of 
domestic cars and trucks fell 13.1 per 
cent in the June 1-10 period. But all of 
the decline was attributed to the big 
three, because the seven Japanese mak- 
ers with US operations reported higher 
sales. 

- The nation con tin tied to grapple with 
the savings and loan bailout Treasury 
Secretary Nicholas Brady told Con- 
gress the Resolution Trust Corp the 
federal agency created to shut down 
troubled thrifts and sell off their assets 
to pay depositors, would soon exhaust 
its $50 billion operating fund. 

The stock market got back on the 
winning track this week, with the Dow 
Industrials managing to set another all- 
time high, rebounding from their first 


losing week since April. 

The deterioration of the nation'ssav- 
ings and loan industry, called by many 
in Congress the worst financial debacle 
since the depression, is expected to cost 
taxpayers between $325 billion and 


The RTC said last week it had sold 
1 3,200 foreclosed thrift properties since 
August However, its holdings of such 
properties grew 14 percent to a total of 
35,908 worth $14.92 billion when 
seized. 

The US commercial banking indus- 
try has problems too. though not to the 
same extent as the devastated thrift 
industry. Troubled real-estate loans 
translated into a 1 4-percent, first-quar- 
ter earnings decline for US banks, said 
Federal Deposit Insurance Corp- 
chairman William Setdman. 

But the first-quarter earnings of 
S6.23 billion, while off from $7.25 
billion in the year-earlier quarter, 
represented an improvement over slim 


profits of $2.1 billion in the last quarter 
of 1 989 and even more so over the 1 989 
third quarter's loss of $603 million. 

Despite recent Federal Reserve 
Assurances that the United States is not 
caught up in a credit squeeze. Com- 
merce Secretary Robert Mosbacher 
told a newspaper that “it is serious and 
it appears to be exacerbating." He war-

Jordan gets $40m 
in aid from UAE 


AMMAN, June 16. (Reuter): 
Jordan, dependent on Arab aid 
to cover its budget deficit, has 
received $40 million from the 
United Arab Emirates (UAE), 
an official said today. 

and al help at last memth's Arab 
summit in Baghdad, saying Jor- 
dan had exhausted its material 
resources and could no longer 
stand alone against Israel. 

The official said Amman had 
received $25 million from Iraq, 
which has promised a total of 50 
million this year. 

Earlier in the year the UAE 
donated $20 million, Qatar 10 


million and Oman Eve million. 

Jordan has' thus received a 
total of $100 million towards its 
budgeted target of 360 million 
from Arab states. 

Officials said after the Bagh- 
dad summit that Saudi Arabia 
had pledged to provide $500 
million, and the UAE 75 million, 
but the figures remain unconfir- 
med. 

Saudi Arabia, Jordan's main 
financial backer in recent years, 
paid at least $200 million last 
year, but has not disclosed this 
year's aid level. 

Jordan, burdened by a foreign 


debt of $8 billion, embarked on 
an austerity programme agreed 
with the International Monetary 
Fund in April 1989. 

A senior official told Reuters 
this month that despite debt res- 
cheduling agreements with its 
government and commercial 
creditors.

No breakthroughs 


Baker, Nakayama in trade talks 


SAN FRANCISCO, June 16, (UPI): Secretary of 
State James Baker met with Japanese Foreign Mini- 
ster Taro Nakayama yesterday and officials said 
they made no breakthroughs on plans to narrow the 
trade gap between the two nations. 

Speaking lo reporters after the three-hour meet- 
ing, a senior state department official said Nak- 
ayama was “very firmly committed" to reducing the 
$49 billion US trade deficit with Japan. 

In the two days before the San Francisco meeting, 
senior Bush administration officials accused Japan 
of dragging fts Feet in talks on the structural 
impediments initiative, the year-old effort lo iden- 
tify and alter legal and cultural barriers to trade. 

But the senior official, who spoke with reporters 
anonymously, declined to go beyond an April report 
on the issue. 

“The nature of this meeting was not to produce 
breakthroughs but to emphasise the importance we 
place on the issue." he said. 

Before the meeting. Baker denied that trade talks 


between the two countries were stalled. 

“Not at all,” Baker said when asked about a 
reported snag in year-old talks to reduce the trade 
deficit. “ Y ou see me here.” 

The meeting was a prelude to the July 9- 1 1 econ- 
omic summit in Houston with leaders of the seven 
leading non-Communist industrial nations. 

The two countries issued an interim report on the 
talks in April that outlined proposed trade reforms 
on both sides. A final report is due by July, and Bush 
administration officials said the Japanese were 
reluctant to c move beyond the April report. 

In addition to trade talks, Baker briefed Nak- 
ayama on President Bush's summit with Soviet 
President Mikhail Gorbachev and on Baker’s dis- 
cussions with Nato foreign ministers in early June. 
But trade was at the top of the agenda. 

The talks were said to be stalled on a number of 
issues, particularly Japanese spending on its internal 
infrastructure.

Debt could delay steel project 

LAGOS. June 16. (Rcuier): Completion of a huge Soviet -designed Nigerian 
sted plam. due in 1991. could be delayed if the Nigerian government docs no! 
repay a large loan from Moscow, a senior Soviet official said yesterday. 

Oleg Davydov, deputy minister for foreign economic relations, rold reporters 
Nigeria had made no payments since 1986 on a 1.2 billion mark (S710 million) 
credit (o help fund die Ajaokuta plant. 

“We are not insisting on immediate payment in full, but the time lo solve this 
matter has come." said Davydov, who is leading a trade delegation to Nigeria. 

Failure to do so would make completing the construction difficult, he added. 

Conceived in the oil boom of the 1970s. and originally intended to start 
production in 1989 as the heart of an integrated steel industry for Africa's most 
populous country, Ajaokuta bus been crippled by financial and other woes. 

French contractors abandoned the site for almost two years at one stage 
because they had not been paid. 

Nigeria’s military government insists Ajaokuta. at a remote site on the west 
bank of Niger river, will reach its planned 1 .5 million tonnes annua] capacity in 
1991. 

About S5 billion has been sunk into the plant, which already has working 
forges, foundries, repair, electrochemical and engineering workshops. 

But the infrastructure to bring in raw materials such as coking coal and iron 
ore has yet to be provided. 

Davydov said the plant, already capable of producing more than 550,000 
tonnes of steel products such as bars and billets, only worked sporadically. 

He said a feasibility study had been prepared for a proposed second phase 
which would produce the flat steel sheets Nigeria really needs for its industrial 
development 


Per capita exports 

Small nations lop 

ZURICH, June 16, (UPI): The. United States, West Germany 
and Japan may be the world’s biggest exporters in absolute terms 
but small countries have the highest per capita exports, it was 
reported yesterday. 

The United Bank of Switzerland in its June bulletin noted that 
Singapore and Hong Kong ha ve the highest exports per head of 
population with 517,000 and $13,000 respectively in 1989. 

Belgium and Luxembourg followed at $9,000 while Swit- 
zerland placed fourth with per capita exports last year of $7,700. 

The reason the small nations have the highest per capita 
exports is the relatively small size of their internal markets, 
meaning they have to sell abroad most of what they produce, the 
Union Bank said. 

Exports of Singapore and H ong Kong th us were higher in 1 989 
than their gross domestic product while in Belgium, and Luxem- 
bourg. exporters represented 62 percent of GDP and 48 percent 
in the Netherlands. 

In Japan and the United States, however, the proportion of 
exports was just 10 and 7 per cent respectively, the Union Bank 
reported. 

Of the $3.1 trillion of global exports in 1989, the G-7 leading 
industrial countries accounted for 5 1 per cent. 


Thailand presses for easing trade tension, partnership with US 


WASHINGTON. June 16. (AP): The 
prime minister of Thailand, a world leader 
in economic growth, has a vision of declin- 
ing trade tension, growing prosperity and 
deepening partnership with America in 
pursuit of more US investment. 

Just as “US technology is second to 
none, so US investment should beserond 
to none,” Prime Minister Chatichai 
Choonhavan told President George Bush 
during an outdoor ceremony ending 
nearly 2- 1 12 hours of talks and lunch at the 
White House Thursday. 

The Japanese currently lead foreign 
investment in Thailand, followed by the 
United States. 

Chatichai was winding up his working 
visit to the capital on Friday by meeting 
Vice-President Dan Quayie, addressing 
the National Press Club, then flying to 
New York. 

Bush told him at Thursday's White 
House departure that it was remarkable 


that the Thais have “combined a double 
digit economic growth with the emergence 
of parliamentary democracy." Thailand 
registered 10.7 per cent growth last year, 

making it a world leader. 

The President and prime minister 
announced they will form a cabinet-level 
joint committee for commercial co-opera- 
tion to develop opportunities for tradeand 
investmentco-operaiioa and, as Chatichai 
put it, to regularly discuss trade issues 
“before they become trade disputes." 

On a current dispute, Chatichai told 
Bush he hoped that in light of ongoing 
consultations and stronger enforcement 
Thailand would soon be removed from the 
US trade representative's “priority watch 
list” for allowing the sale of goods with 
pirated trademarks or in violation of 
copyrights, said Thai government spokes- 
man Dr Suvit Yodraani. 

Bush did not reply directly but showed 
understanding for the appeal, Suvit said. 


The United States retaliates for the viola- 
tions with penalty duties of $165 million 
worth of Thai products. 

The prune minister also said he hopes 
the joint committee willdevelop into a new 
framework “for economic co-operation 
and partnership” between Thailand and 
the United Slates. 

Elaboratingontheidea of his Press Cub 
speech, Chatichai said the framework for 
consultation would operate at both gover- 
nment and private levels and “would be in 
keeping with the Asian philosophy of con- 
flict avoidance and preventing issues from 
becoming disputes." 

"Unfortunately much of our time and 
energy has been focused on resolving con- 
tentious trade issues between our two 
countries,'' he said. 

*‘Wc must resolve them through 
negotiation, and not by resorting to 
unilateral measures," he said, indirectly

Visit to Digan 


IT is an urban centre and industrial hub 
that amazes, especially since we travelled 
there by land from bucolic Dipolog. That 
entailed a 4:30am bus ride — very fast, 
with a very sure driver, through sleeping 
coconut groves, and bam os waking to 
market days. "Stationary,” the bus is 
called when it stops at almost every bamo; 
"4-stop" when it makes only major stops. 
And yet our bus did stop when it was 
flagged down by young vendors taking 
their goods to the Oz arai s market (me 
scheduled bus had not appeared), which is 
how we" bought a bottle of fresh sea 
urchins, and carried it all the way to lligan, 
protecting it from jolting and jarring. 

From Ozamis to Kolambugan by lan- 
cha, thence to lligan by very crowded bus 
(boy porters push your bags through the 
window, while one buy tickets — not 
available before hand and the other strug- 
gles into the bus to sit where the bags are), 
dusty and packed, in which everyone is 
kind and courteous. One first senses lligan 
because of the large industrial plants (steel, 
power, industrial chemicals) — and the 
lechon. This, everyone said, was special to 
lligan: “Didn't you see it Sunday at 
Tibanga? All those stalls, and huts, and 
whole families picnicking around 
lechon?” 

Yes we did, and so one of our first 
explorations was to Bayug, where the 
Abitago family build their lives around 
lechon. It started with their father, a 
lechonero. One pig was turning on a spit 
when we arrived in mid-morning; another 
was wrapped and awaiting delivery, but 
Teresa Abitago, daughter-in-law, told us 
that 30-40 are roasted on Sundays, and 400 
on one single fiesta day, or on Christmas 
and New Year’s days. 

The Abitago lechon is made from pigs 
trucked in every other day from Zam- 
boanga, with a preference for black rather 
than "piggery” pigs* because the latter 
have "watery” flesh. They are stuffed with 
tan glad (lemon grass) if the customer so 
prefers, or rubbed with a flavoring mixture 
of leeks, red pappers, onions, pepper, salt, 
and vetsin — the proportion depending on 
the size of the pig, and on Mother 
Abitago 's experienced timpla. They. are 
browned/basted with water and brown 
sugar, or with Coke, when in a rush. 
Orders come with all the innards, which 
the customer ma y have as is, or made into 
sampayna (dinuguan) or paklay, which 
they identify simply as “sampayna with- 
out the blood.” Lechon sells for P75 a kilo, 
and Uiganons do not cat it with salsa 
(although this may be made Lo order), but 
with vinegar, toyo, and sili. 

The 20-year-old business has sent the 


children to schooL and now employs most 
of the family, even the small children, who 
work (basting, turning the spit) on a volun- 
tary (and salaried) basis. Mr Abitago him- 
self has moved to California, having been 
bom in Hawaii, the son of a sacada. 

Another successful enterprise lligan is 
oroudofis Cheding’s Peanuts— dry-roas-

on Sabayle Street (tel. 21054). This simple 
product, recipe "from a Chinese book,” is 
made of peanuts bought in Marawi and 
Coiabato (none in lligan), pan-roasted m 
water and salt by a secret process, and has 
won National Cottage Industry mid other 
awards. It is marketed at lligan and 
Cagayan de Oro supermarkets, and con- 
sidered one of the "musts” of Iligam 

The two markets of Digan, one called the 
"supermarket” and the other the "mer- 
cado,” yield everything from wonderful 
bananas to roses and other cut flowers, 
from -bundles of pako (all year round!) to 
umpteen varieties of fish (they supply 
Marawi City) — from giant yellow-fin 
tuna to pin-sized siyag-siyagan. 

One-fourth kilo of the latter taken back 
to the Digan Village Hotel made for a 
memorable breakfast Surrendering this 
and our treasured bottle of sea urchins to 
the hotel cook, we got both back kinflaw, 
plus siyag-siyagan fritters and a sea urchin 
omelet — beside the flowering orchids of 
hotel owners Ms Libron, with the sunlight 
streaming onto our breakfast-from-the- 
sea. Could one ask more of an Digan 
morning? n - n 

Because of its big-city status (29,000 
population), there are quite a number of 
restaurants in Digan, all of them serving 
varieties of kinilaw, which seems to be the 
Visayas-Mindanao signature dish. This is 
especially interesting at the Coconut 
Palace (Badelles SL, tel 21723, beside the 
museum and the Lanao R^ponal Trial 
Court), which has both a fish (tangiringue) 
and a wild boar kinil aw — skin and lean 
(not much fat on a wild animal) boiled and 
mixed with vinegar, onions, ginger and 
peppers. There is also wild boar steak, 
adobo, and sinugba (great, gamey 
flavour), attesting to the availability of 
game. The owner, Rene del Rosario, in 
fact has a butcher shop nearby (Golden 
Glow Homes tyle Food Products), which 
has sulop (boar) fresh and tapa almost all 
the time. 

The Coconut Palace has a counter, 
stools like sawed-off tree trunks, and a 
■mnrf floor downstairs, and a breeze-con- 
ditioned balcony-like dining room ups- 
tairs, offering mugs of paklay, la-oya or 
balbakwa (oxtail), one of the best apan- 


apan (kangkong) we've ever had, and a

style) chain found in Cebu and Cagayan de 
Oro, started in Digan, and its fans d^l are it 
better than anything found in Mama. 1 ne 
Galerie de lligan (Ramiro Street, 
tel-20600) is where the lligan Arts Coined 
led by all-round theatre man Steven 
Patrick Fernandez, meet and h ^° uLl * 
decor blends ethnic and modern art, as its 
menu blends Visaysm-Manxla 

Patio Alexandra (San Miguel SU -12 L4) 
must have the largest and most varied 
menu in the whole of lligan. seemingly 

including everything the . 
associates with eating ouu Ftlipmo, Chm- 
ese, Spanish, Amenean, ^ ontJ “ cl \^r’ 
Korean, Japanese, etc. dishes. It hsts 

"shoot to kill " — rinugba-tmola-kimlaw 

dishes — including sugkdaw, a combma- 
tion of sinugba pork strips and fishkm- - 
ilaw. Dazzled by the variety , we picked out 
a fish menudo with Spanish nee, and a 
sizzling beef briskei with vegetables, both . 
quite good. 

We also tried the Maranaw restaurants 
on Cabili Street, but must save that story 
for another column. The Terrace Res- 
taurant at the lligan Village Hotel deserves 
a note too, for its surrounding orchids, 
waiters helpful beyond the call of duty

Friends declare, however, that the best 
restaurant in town is Cafe Hennoso (Bado- 
Des St , tel. 20809), unique in that it accepts 
customers only upon reservation. This is 
the private home of Batanguenos Teresjta 
Umali and Celso E. Hennoso which, after 
their five children were grown, was set up 
as a place where their catering customers 
could dine and meet lligan, Mr. Hennoso 
explains, is a dty in which most people do 
not take guests out to dine, but instead 
order, food in — usually from the Her- 
mosos, who are often guests at parties 
serving their own food. Now that Cafe 
Hennoso exists, it is a favourite for private 
business meetings, especially since it only 
accepts 50-60 guests maximum, and 
. carefully separates meeting groups in 
order to safeguard 'privacy. The decor is 
eracious.

. Dinner included pako with crabs and 
coconut milk; fried rice sprinkled with 
crisp-fried baby sole, fritters of tiny fish, a

made from light materials and in 
loose cut- Cotton is a good bet.

Star of the star: Ninfa Leonardia 


TO quote lawyer-journalist Rex G. 
Remetio, it seems only that Bacolod 
City’s Visayan Daily Star, the very 
first daily in that city, was bom alth- 
ough Iasi April 12, 1990, it has rea- 
died its 8tb year of survival. Since 
1982, the year it was bom, it bad been 
beset by doubts from skeptics, crisis 
and difficulties. That was the time 
when the sugar-rich province was at 
its lowest; insurgency and hunger 
plagued the province, and there was 
economic crisis. But the newspaper 
survived and the credit goes to a 
certain lady who possesses the guts 
and the never-say die spirit of one 
bom with the printer's ink in her 
blood. 

The name Ninfa R. Leonardia. A 
woman every woman aspires to be: A 
combination of beauty, talent, 
intelligence and character. That is 
combination that is hard to beat; a 
combination that certainly fits her to 
a T with her position as Edi tor-in - 
Chief and President of the Visayan 
Daily Star. 

Having achieved several "firsts” is 
nothing new to Ninfa. She was the 
first lady president of the Negros 
Press Cub, twice elected, in that 

S redominanlly-male organisation. 

be was awarded the distinction of 
being the only lady president of a 
provincial press club by the National 
Press Gub that year. She was also 
Vice President of the Federation of 
Provincial Press Clubs of the Philip- 
pines and m e mber of the Committee 
on Scholarships of the National 

Press Clubs in that year. 

Another “first" to Nmfa’s credit 
during her tenure as president of the 
Negros Press Gub was the presenta- 
tion of the first Gridiron in that city 
which was held during its induction 
of officers, much to the disconfiture 
of the dty and provincial officials 
who were the subjects of the skiL 
That year also marked the birth of 
the “NPC Copy” the dub’s monthly 
bulletin, the only newsletterof a press 
dub in the country.

During the Aquino assassination, 
the Star was singled out as a subver- 
sive press by a military official in the 
region •because of its coverage of the 
event, ami Ninfa demanded a retrac- 
tion. She got it mid — an added 
apology. In another instance, a 
military officer denied some things 
he said which the Star printed. The 
Star stuck to its story. Confrontation 
ensued between the officer and his 
aides on one ride and Ninfa and her 
reporter on the otter. And who do 
you think won in the argument? 
Ninfa, of course. Sbe has a way with 
words, softly spoken but steel- 
strong, unflinching in any crisis 
whatsoever. 

Members of her staff divulged to 
us how their beauty-and-brains 
editor went through several skirmi- 
shes for tte survival of the Star.

BARRY Gusi is qmte simply, an 
amarine personality. Every thing 
about this Filipino globetrotter 
is unique. Unlike any other in his 
field (and its dizzying what field 
that itti. Barry has enjoyed accep- 
tance as an international model, 
artist, singer, and businessman. 
Moreover, he had succeeded 
w ith the very considerable help 
from friends, in racking up all 
these achievements without ever 
oMWially making a stir in Philip- 
pine shores. 

Unique again in that at the age 
oi thirty, with a backlog of years 
as an interna tionaf figure, he can 
speak seven languages ( Filipino.

Burry Gusi, right at first sight, 
shatters that image. You knowat 
once there's something out of the 
ordinary here, for he looks dif- 
lerem from the fortune teller of 
carnivals and tents. For one. the 
x;u> is a superb dresser. The built 
:«• slim, with the long limbs that 
arc common to ramp models. 
Radiant eyed and fine in his 
movements, he can nevertheless 
dan about his house in trying to 
enlighten a guest on the 
intricacies of wine and art which 
he both obviously loves. He does 
have a crystal ball but much 
smaller, just slightly bigger than 
a toy marble, which is coupled by 
a likewise miniature mouth harp 
which he plays before gazing at 
the crystal ball. 

The man is thorough in his 
readings, for aside from the crys- 
tal he is proficient with the Tarot 
cards which always com- 
plements his ball reading. He has 
a number of Tarot decks, in dif- 
ferent languages, and he takes 
pride in them. “These are very 
expensive cards,” he says. “The 
ones I have cannot be bought 


here in the Philippines.” 

To somebody not familiar, the 
cards, although bigger in size 
look not much different from the 
ordinary Spanish playing cards. 
But they instantly take on a new 
image the moment Barry shuffles 
them with his deft hands. More 
so when he starts inierpretiing 
your future with every' card 
seemingly breathing its own life. 

Dipping's from newspapers 
and magazines from all over the 
world talk of Barry's accuracy in 
predicting the future: 99 to 100 
per cent. For a sceptic, that 
should be hard to believe. But the 
guy has a quite effective way of 
putting doubts to rest. He starts 
teUingyouaboutthe past and the 
present, things only you could've 
known and right away the almost 
perfect batting average becomes 
apparent. As he starts predicting 
your future, your scepticism is 
replaced by excitement. His good 
natured way of talking and a 
pleasant sense of humour, fur- 
ther attracts you not only to 
believe in the man's talent but to 
the person as well. 

A Filipino by heart 
Regardless of his psychic 
abilities, Barry Gusi has that per- 
sonality that is easy to like right 
at the very first meeting. Perhaps 
because of his pride as a Filipino, 
a trait that easily surfaces too 
often in his talks, ilia not difficult 


to feel a certain kinship with him. 
“1 may have a mixture of foreign 
blood in me but 1 am Filipino all 
thoughout. I like our country, 
our food and our people.” His 
wife, Ev. although of Chinese 
blood is a Filipino. "I never 
dreamed ofhaving a foreign fora 
wife. 1 like Ev for her con- 
servative ways and her Fiiipina 
traits which 1 have never seen in 
foreign women.” 

This altitude is perhaps the 
reason why becomes back to the 
Philippines as often as he can. ”1 
love being here although if ever 
there is a frustration I can say 1 
have always felL it's the fad that 
it’s here where 1 am least known. 
For me ii is embarrassing that I 
have become popular in other 
countries but not here in my 
native land. Still 1 don't mind. 1 
have lots of friends here and they 
see me often. Even my old friends 
from my college days here have 
not forgotten me.” 

Barry studied Business 
Administration in the University 
of the East then look up Hotel. 
Restaurant Management at the 
Universidad Central de Madrid 
in Spain for two years. These are 
experiences which enhanced his 
grasp for life, people and cul- 
tures. ”1 consider education as 
very important even to a psychic. 
Education in fact heightens that 
gift in the sense that familiarity 
with people and their culture 
through learning has made it 
easier for me to interpret my own 
questions about ray predictions. 
Moreover, it has made me con- 
fident in my travels which req uire 
me to mingle with people of dif- 
ferent races and cultures." 

Man is naturally a curious 
creature particularly about his 
future ana Ban*y Gusi is simply 
one instrument that could state 
to a certain extent that curiosity. 
“With this gift, I try to do as 
much good as 1 can particularly 
to people who really need it. And 
I love that. I love giving moral 
and spiritual support to people 
who ask for it. As a psychic, 
that'sall I care about. By helping. 
I’ with God. I believe in the say- 
ing that 'yesterday is but a 
dream, tomorrow is a vision; 
today we’ll live; lei’s make yester- 
day a dream of happiness and 
every tomorrow a vision of 
hope.’ That's me. And in my 
limited capacity, I try to make il 
the same for others."

And 
now that summer is here, the hot 
sun’s drying effects hasten the 
hair’s loss of body and sheen. 

Realizing that this problem is 
shared by more than half the 
women in this country, here is a 
hair care regimen for the long 
summer ahead: 

Wash your hair everyday 
because dirt and dust easily 
accumulate more in summer. 

Oily hair needs to be washed 
daily and should be given one 
good shampoo and thorough 
rinsing with a mild shampoo. An 
old time formula for treating oily 
hair is to apply baking soda into 
clean, damp nair to absorbexcess 
oil, then rinse thoroughly to 
totally eliminate residue. It 
leaves hair glossy, too. 

Normal and dry hair need 
much attention if not washed 
frequently. Condition for two or 
three minutes longer than you 
think is necessary. End with a 
cold-water rinse. This gives 
added shine to your hair. 

In conditioning, an add rinse 
is what oily locks need. A do-it- 
yourself rinse of one pint water to 
the extract of half a lemon; or a 
pint ofwaterand acup of vinegar 
will do. The smell will be rinsed 
with the shampoo. 

While sunbathing, it is better 
to comb conditioner through the 
hair, then tie your hair back. 
Wash it thoroughly afterwards. 

As much as possible, dry your 
hair narurally because excessive 
blow drying can only make sum- 
mer even hotter and cruel to your 
hair. 

When thehairisexposed to the 
sun, keep it covered with a hat or 
scarf. If your hair is at least 
shoulder length, keep it in place 
with bands or barrettes, tie it up 
in a ponytail, braid it or just pin it 
up lo create a comfortable sum- 
mer aura. 

It is important though to nave 
your hair trimmed once a month 
to avoid split ends. To do away 
completely with that perennial 
split-end problem and have a 
great summer look, adapt the 
“short-length” if it smits you.

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Scientists say the irradiation of foodstuff would guarantee potatoes that would not 
sprout and disease-free chickens. 
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enzyme that causes it to sprout 
prematurely. It’s the same for meats that 
contain salmonella.” 

Food irradiation is not a new idea 
Research began back in the 1940s and 
more than a thousand scientific studies 
-have been completed. After studying the 
results of some of those studies, experts at 
the FAO and the World Health Organiza- 
tion (WHO) say that the technique is not 
only safe but that it should be positively 
encouraged as a way of treating certain 
foods to wipe out two serious threats like 
food spoilage and food-borne, potentially 
fatal, illness. 

In spite of such endorsements, the issue 
remains a controversial one. So far. no 
country has begun irradiating food on 
anything like a wide commercial scale. In 
the developing world, governments have 
given the go-ahead in Bangladesh, India, 
Thailand, Brazil. Chile, Argentina and 
Uruguay. The Soviet Union and. several 
Eastern European states are also using the 
process to treat some foodstuffs. But 
among the Western industri al^* ! nations 
there has been a widespread reluctance to 
introduce the technology. 

France is the most advanced, using 
irradiaiion todecontaminatechicken used 
in the food-processing industry. The 
United States has authorized irradiation 


for poultry, fruits, vegetables, pork, wheat 
and herbs and spices, but advocates of 
irradiated foods have met strong con- 
sumer resistance. Australia, New Zealand, 
Britain, Switzerland, West Germany and 
Sweden have banned irradiation of 
domestically produced foodstuffs and will 
not import irradiated products. 

At the WHO headquarters in Geneva, 
Dr Fritz Kaferstein, manager of the Food 
Safety Unit, blames the resistance on the 
emotionalism of an inadequately infor- 
med public. “People have very deep-seated 
fears when it comes to nuclear power, and 
research shows it all goes back to Hiro- 
shima,” he said. “Chernobyl reconfirmed 
many people’s opinions that you cannot 
trust this type of technology. In fact, food 
irradialioanas nothing, but nothing, to do 
with Chernobyl, but this distinction is not 
made." 

“We are satisfied it is safe,” he contin- 
ued. “We have done our homework and 
. we are concerned that this technology is 
being rejected out of hand, regardless of 
the enormous benefits it could bring to 
mankind" 

One of the most dramatic applications 
of food irradiation, proponents argue, is in 
preventing food-borne diseases that kill 
thousands of people each year in develop- 
ing and developed countries alike, as well 
as costing millions of dollars in medical 
bills and loss of worktime. In a recent joint 
report the FAO and the WHO stated that 
Oliiess caused by contaminated food is 
perhaps the most widespread health 
problem in modern-day society. - 


Those in favour of irradiation claim that 
it kills contaminants in foodstuffs, thus 
making products safer for public consum- 
ption. “In almost all industrialized coun- 
tries poultry meat is up to 100 per cent 
contaminated with salmonella,” said Dr 
Kaferstcin. “Of course, we do not cat raw 
chicken, but we have to handle it, season it, 
use a knife to cut it. Consumers are not 
microbiologists and do not realize how 
easy it is to cross-contaminate other roods 
that will not be cooked. If one bacterial oeU 
reaches a piece of food, then in half a day it 
will multiply into JO million cells. That’s 
when you get food poisoning, and in the 
case of the old, ihe very young and people 
who arc already ill. it can kill.” 

Eggs are another major risk area. A 
salmonella strain has found its way into 
the egg-laying (locks of many indus- 
trialized nations during the past few years. 
In the United Kingdom almost 100 per 
cent of the eggs are contaminated. Dr 
Kaferstein says that irradiating the eggs 
would eliminate the bacteria. 

in developing countries irradiation 
could help reduce food shortages by reduc- 
ing the amount of spoilage. According to 
the FAO, between one quarter and one 
third of the world’s entire food production 
is lost to pests, fungus and bacteria. In 
tropical countries, where, high tem- 
peratures and high humidity create special 
problems in storing food, the figure may be 
SO per cent or higher. China alone loses 80 
million tonnes of grain each year in post- 
harvest spoilage. . 


“Just think of the impact food irradia- 
tion could have on helping a country like 
China, which has one billion mouths to 
feed.” said Dr Kaferstein. “It’s a tech- 
nology that could also help developing 
countries expand their export markets and 
increase their earning possibilities," be 
added. “Food irradiation prolongs shelf- 
life, so it would enablecountries producing 
tropical fruits and vegetables to reduce 
their losses and perhaps choose a cheaper 
method of transport. Pineapples, mangoes 
and papaya from West Africa and South 
America could be transported by boat 
instead of being flown in. it would also 
mean that customers in the receiving coun- 
tries would have these products at a lower 
price." 

Food experts also point out that irradia- 
tion would benefit tropical countries 
whose food exports are currently banned 
by some industrialized nations because of 
suspected contamination. “Prawns 
produced in tropical climates are quite 
frequently contaminated with bacteria 
such us salmonella." said Dr Kaferstein. 
“If (thc.prav. ns ) were irradiated, countries 
like Bangladesh and Thailand could 
export fa r more. Of course, the rich impor- 
ting countries have got to accept food 
irradiation before they can expect the 
developing countries to commit them- 
selves to the investment.” 

Food irradiation is certainly an expen- 
sive business, at least in the initial stages. 
But studies by officials from FAO, WHO 
and the International Atomic Energy 
Association say the high costs would be 
more than offset by the savings from 
reduced losses and spoilage of foodstuffs. 

All three organizations stress the need 
for adequate training of personnel and 
strict controls on the use of irradiation 
equipment. “There are plenty of develop- 
ing countries, such as India. China, 
Malaysia, Thailand and Brazil, which are 
very well organized and would be perfectly 
capable of dealing with technologies like 
this,” said Dr Kaferstein. “ There are oth- 
ers, especially those caught up in the mid- 
dle of civil wars, where 1 would hesitate to 
suggest any kind of sophisticated tech- 
nology.” 

Opponents of irradiation, led by a Brit- 
ish consumer group, the London Food 
Commission, complain that the process 
could be used to mask the quality of food 
(hat is already past its prime and that 
consumers would have no guarantee that 
the product they are buying bas been 
treated. 

The London group also claims that 
irradiation causes vitamin losses. True, 
says Dr Kaferstein, but so does every other 
form of food preservation and storage — 
and potatoes that have begun to sprout 
have virtually no vitamins left at all.

By learning to think like a dog, you 
can enjoy the pleasure of canine compan- 
ionship without any of the pain. 

TV vet Dr Bruce Fogie, who knows 
- ■ jf more than most about what goes on in the 

* 1 mind of man’s best friend, has devoted 

' years to dog-watching at his London prac- 

■ tice and learned still more by sharinghis 
house with two boisterous golden 
retrievers named Liberty and Lexington. 

He is convinced dogs and people make 
an ideally matched double act — as long as 
they respect each other. 

Bruce was suffering from a cold f i 
think I caught it from a schauzer") when 
• we met in his warm, well-scrubbed surgery. 
Between sneezes, he told me: “Dogs share 
many human characteristics and that s 
-undoubtedly why we’ve chosen them as 
.• our closest companions through the cen- 
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Frances Hubbard talks to 
TV vet Bruce Fogle to 
explain the basic rules of 
what can be an ‘ ideally 
ma tched double act * 

“The dog is a pack animal, as we are. He 
likes strong leadership in the same sense as 
we admi repowerful authority figures. And 
he keeps his youthful playfulness through- 
out life. 

“That's why even old dogs love to gam- 
bol about and fetch sticks, and why we love 
Co oblige by throwing them. It’s perfect 
partnership.” 

“Also, both humans and dogs are socia- 
ble species. There's no effective difference 
between a man going to the pub to meet his 
mates and a dog going to the park to sniff 
his friends' bottoms. Eacbis making social 
contact in his own way.” 

“Another reason dogs have done well as 
pets in their ability lo adapt to almost any 
lifestyle. They'll happily sleep by the camp- 
fire or on the sofa. And they're as eager to 
eat tinned food as they are to tear the flesh 
off a rabbit. Dogs are great opportun- 
ities.” 

But some dogs adjust too easily to the 
good life. Fatvcosseted pekes andpugs are 
more than just cartoon cliches. They exist 
— though no fault of their own — as the 
spoiled darlings of besotted owners. 

Many people treat their animals as 
favourite surrogate children, rewarding 
them with tit-bits every lime they perform 
a trick or look appealing. 

“Overweight dogs are usually a man- 
made problem,” said Bruce. “I have to 
convince the owners it’s his own fault if 
Rover is tubby. After all, no dog gets fat 
unless it’s overfed and no dog gets overfed 
unless it’s given too much lo eal. 

“Yet peoplecan be very huffy if I suggest 
cutting back on their dog's choccy drops. 
They think I'm a kill-joy who wants to 
deprive their pet of a harmless pleasure, or 
that I*m criticising their way or life.” 

“1 think there’s a strong case for all veto 
taking a course in human psychology, just 
to help them understand owners — and 
how their behaviour affects pels!” 

Every week, Bruce sees bemused people 
who bring in canine delinquentsthey 
bought six months earlier as docile ptm- 
pies. Many owners are unprepared for the 
reality of living with their animals.

“For example, if a dog wants to eat 
rabbit droppings, that is perfectly natural 
behaviour to him. A dog is essentially a 
scavenger wbo has to find nourishment 
where he can. It’s a throwback to his wolf 
ancestry.” 

If it is wrong to judge dogs according to 
hunum standards of good taste, it is also 
wrong lo assume they have human e mo- 
tions such as jealousy, fear or loneliness? 

“Well, 1 tend to do it myself,” admitted 
Bruce. “It’s pretty well documented that 
dogs do get jealous — of people who 
distract their master's attention, and of 
other dogs. 1 think they can be sad.” 

“I see nothing wrong with projecting 
those sort of feelings on to your dog if it 
helps you lo identify with him. The danger 
is when we forget that dogs are, in fact, 
dogs and not people. ” 

“I mean, you can’t just say your Dober- 
mann is a bit grumpy this morning and 
leave it at that. A ‘grumpy' Dobermann is 
potentially lethal and it has to be disci- 
plined. 

“Some big, aggressive defence-and- 
auack dogs, like Dobermanns and Rott- 


weilers, have been bred to have dominant 
personalities. Unless they’re told exactly 
who's boss, they'll try to lake over the 
owner. Obviously that causes problems — 
just raid the papers. 

“With those breeds in particular, you 
should respect dogs for what they are and 
not treat them as honorary humans. By all 
means, recognise that the animal is bored 
— but treat the problem on his terms.” 

“Take him for a walk, play with him, 
give him something to do. Otherwise, 
you'll come home and find he’s dug a hole 
in die sofa or attacked the postman.” 

Bruce's latest book The Dog's Mind 
gives further insights into canine 
behaviour, starting from before a puppy’s 
birth — 

Male pups are “masculinised" by a 
surge of the hormone testosterone while 
they are still in the womb. This gives them a 
bias towards dominant sexual behaviour 
and improves their chances of breeding. 

U is also the reason male pups tend to 
mount everything from each other to 
visitor’s knees. They arc obeying the direc- 
tions given by the testosterone and limber- 
ing up for later life.

London’s Burning 

And the reluctant 
fireman panics

AS SMOKE billowed out of the old people's 
home, firemen bustled about... running out hoses 
and checking to see wheLher anyone was still 
inside. Angrily, they kepi brushing past the fresh- 
faced youngster in the brand-new uniform who 
didn’t appear 10 know his hip from his hydrant. 

It was only when the Maze was doused that the 
reluctant firefighter was able to introd uce himself. 
He was actor Stephen North, wide-eyed recruit lo 
Ihe hit TV series London ‘s Burning. 

Stephen, who plays 19-year-old green recruit 
Colin Paris, told me: “Ail of uson the sbow do two 
weeks training with the Fire Brigade and then go 
out to an actual station for two night shifts. 

“I was at Peckhara, in South East London, when 
the alarm bell sounded. We raced over to the old 
folksfaome, where there wasa blazing fire in oneof 
the sitting rooms. 

“The lads set to work with their usual efficiency. 
But, for me, it was quite scary. 1 was in ray fire gear 
and looked just like the real thing. 1 was afraid 
people would think, ‘What’s he doing just standing 
around?’ 

“For a moment, I was expectingareal firefighter 
lo grab hold of me and push me into Lhesmoke and 
■Jf^fhames. You see, men from different stations often 
attend the same fire, and they wouldn’t recognise 
everyone there. So they could easily have taken me 
for a Peckham fireman. 

“I was privileged to be at the fire anyway. The 
station officer had taken mealongon the call out of 
the kindness of his heart, so that 1 could see some 
real-life action. 

"After my stint with the brigade, I can tell you 
very definitely that one of the last things I want to 
be is a fireman. It’s not only the danger, but the 
really tough and academic training course they 
have to do. 

“In the series, I play a greener-than-green 
recruit who is constantly bewildered by what is 
happening around him. And, when i went to the 
fire brigade’s training centre in Southwark, South 
East London, I saw plenty of lads just like Colin.” 
Stephen, who is really 25, went on: “So many of 
them have this real fixation about joining the 
brigade. Most of them have wanted to be a fireman 
for years, and it takes them a year to get in after 
they first apply. 

“These men consider it a great honour to be 
accepted for training as a fireman. It's a very hard 
course, which lasts for 20 weeks. It isn't all running 
up and down ladders, either. Recruits have 10 do 
loads of academic stuff. 

“And they have to learn how every piece of 
complicated equipment works. You can't be thick 
if you want 10 be in the Fire Brigade." 

Stephen finds it easy to look a little boy lost 
when he is on thesel of London’s Burning. Because 
it is his first-ever television part, 

Relaxing between takes at the show's studio, 
Stephen told me: “1 was amazed when I landed the 
role of Colin. Before that, my only practical 
experience of acting had been touring schools with 
a group who acted out a little play explaining the 
eviU of drinking and driving. 

“1 got the part because the show's casting direc- 
tor had seen me in the graduation play at Guild- 
ford Drama School in Surrey. A year later, when 
this part came up. she remembered me and gave me 
a ring. 

“I went to do a reading for her and landed the 
part straight away. As a raw beginner, I know how 
recruit Colin must feel . 


“And. by some strange coincidence, in the first 
scene 1 ever had to play for the cameras. 1 was given 
a terrific dressing-down by Station Officer Tale. 
Looking back. I’m sure they set this up to make 
sure I looked really nervous. It came over a treat. 

“I couldn't d rescribe Colin as a jerk, but he is 
very young and keen. He is really excited and 
romantic about being a fireman. 

“This makes him ripe for winding up. All the 
other members of the Blue Watch play tricks on 
him and take the mickey. And, because he's so 
gullible, he falls for it every time. But he gradually 
wises up to this as the series goes on.” 

Then Stephen explained why he was taken on to 
play Colin, when be had no experience of television 
work. He said: “The makers of London's Burning 
took a bit of a risk when they cast me. 

“The idea was to take on actor who was as new 
to television as Colin was to firefighting. 1 suppose 
it's quite a rare case, where not having any TV 
experience is to the actor's advantage. 

“But I have settled into things now. At first, the 
rest ofthecast werea bit like the Blue Watch are to 
Colin. They played some little tricks on me — but 
not nearly as much as in the show. And I’ve wised 
up to it now.” 

Colin, who lives in Brighton, East Sussex, has 
been living with his 25-year-old girl friend Tessa 
Burbridge, an actress, for two years. 

Stephen said: “We have no plans to marry. We’ll 
just stay together and see what happens. It is a 
serious relationship, but neither of us has any 
inclination to be married. 

“If she wanted us to get married. 1 would do it. 
But we aren't that worried about it. It might 
happen, eventually." 

“And Steven is just as casual about his career. 
He grew up in Wantage. Oxfordshire and, after 
leaving his comprehensive school, went on to 
drama college. After that, he went to work as an 
office clerk. 

He told me: “I was never very ambitious and I 
had never aimed to be on television. I became 
interested in acting because my-mother used to 
take me to the theatre a lot when 1 was younger. 

“And out of that, I decided 1 really only wanted 
to be a theatre actor. Without wanting to sound 
pretentious, I have always preferred the ‘arty’ side 
of acting. I just enjoy performing to a Uve audience. 

“1 hadn’t expected this pan in London's Burn- 
ing a tall, and I certainly wasn't angling for it. 1 was 
aiming to get into repertory theatre. 1 didn’t even 
have an agenL until a few weeks ago. 

“But now I’m here, I think it’s brilliant, I'm 
really glad I'm doing it. Television is such a dif- 
ficult thing to gel into, I realise I'm incredibly lucky 
to have been given a break like this." 

He went on.* “I’m used to theatre acting and, at 
first, I found television very hard work. You have 
to scale everything right down for the camera, and 
be very natural. In the theatre you have to make 
everything larger-than-life. 

“So I became very aware of what I was doing. 1 
used to tense up quite a lot and worry that my face 
was twitching. Whenever the director said, ‘Close 
up on Steve’, I’d panic. 

“The worst moment was when ! did a scene 
where I had 10 break down and cry. In the theatre, 
you would be doing it every night. And, some 
nights, the tears would come and, on other nights, 
they might dol And if you can't cry properly, you 
canalways fake it- 

“But on television you can’t get away with it. I 
was really nervous about that scene, and everyone 
was there to watch."

‘Just be funny’

WHAT does it take to intimidate a man who has 
conquered the world as a member of the Monty 
Python team and directed a hit movie like Personal 
Services? the answer — a bunch of schoolkids! 

“It’s true,” says Terry Jones, quaking at the 
memory. “My most frightening experience was 
going to a meeting of a school's Him dub. I was 
expecting a small group sitting around a table but. 
when 1 arrived, 1 Found a theatre full of kids and it 
turned into a performance. 

“1 had to tell them thestory of my life, a situation l 
wouldn't normally allow myself to get into. I was 
terrified!” 

He doesn't mind facing a clutch of Hollywood 
moguls to raise money for a new film but the comedy 
actor-director hates just “being himself' in public. 

'‘People quickly find they are mistaken when they 
expect me to be a funny person,” he told me. “The 
worst thing is when I'm invited to a ‘do' and told, 
'oh. you don't have to do anything — just come 
along and be funny!” 

Perhaps that's why he spends so much time alone 
writing poetry . His latest collection. The Curse of the 
Vampire 's Socks ( Puffin Books £2 JO ) , has just been 
published. It contains $uch Pythonesque items as 
The Grimble-Wheezer Tree, The Sewer Kangaroo 
and A New Attempt on the World Rhyming Cham- 
pionship Record. 

Sipping a glass of white wine in the garden of his 
elegant London home, Terry told me: “I wish 1 knew 
where the ideas for these poems came from. 1 1 would 
be a lot easier for me to write them if I did know. 

“But on the other hand, 1 have this fear that If I 
did ever find out where I get inspiration from, things 
might become a little predictable. So I think I'm 
almost afraid of discovering the reasons behind it 
all. 

“Poetry was my first love. From the age of six I 
was convinced I was going to be a poet But it was a 
bit serious in those days. The first poem I ever wrote 
was called Prairie Fires, when I was six-and-a-half. 
It was, as the title suggests, all about fires on the 
prairie. Gawd knows why!" 

Many of the poems in his collection have an 
ecological message but Teny plays let that down, “ft 
makes it easier to write if there’s a subject behind it, 
rather than just being about nothing,” he said dis- 
miss! vely. 

“But it's like anything you do your own preoc- 
cupation come out. I wasn’t setting out to write a 
Green book, but the poems just reflect what was on 
my mind. 

“I pay my subscriptions to Greenpeace and 
Friends of the Garth. But I don't go to meetings. I 
suppose I should but life's too short for ah that” 

Terry is a cult figure with film buffs because he 

directed The Life of Brian but his most recent movie, 

Erik the Viking . was passed by the critics and failed 
to make any impression at the box office. 

“It's a curious thing about that film,” he said. “In 
afew years’ time, people willlook at it and think it's a 
classic. Obviously I was baffled and annoyed that 
the British critics didn't like it. 

“We had already had a couple of screenings 
before the critics saw it and those showings were 
great. The audiences were cheering and clapping all 
the way through. 

“But then we had a critics’ showing. I arrived at 
the cinema and the film has already been going for 
about 20 minutes. 

“It was the scene where the hero of the film was 
saying goodbye to all the women of his village, who 
were all crying. And every time he said something, 
the women cried even more. It’s a funny little scene 
and I think it plays fine. 


“But I walked into the screening room and it was 
like an icebox. There was absolute hostility. If I had 
nothing to do with the film and had seen it for the 
first time with that audience, I would have hated it. 
Nothing was working. 

“Erik the Viking is basically a children's film, a 
fairytale. But I think a lot of people, particularly 
those critics, went to see it expecting it to be a 
Phyhon movie, especially because John Cleese is in 
it. 

“With Phthon, we were saying, “Don't suspend 
your disbelief at any pointy. Remain critical and see 
what we’re getting at’ 

“But Erik the Viking is a fairytale and, of course, 
you have to suspend your disbelief in order to go 
along with the fantasy. The critics weren't doing that 
and were obviously trying to figure out what I was 
trying to say. They were thinking about it too 
much.” 

Terry, who originally wrote The Saga of Erik the 
Viking for bis son Bill, says he loves what he does so 
much he can’t tell the difference between work and 
play. 

“I knowit doesn’t seem like I get any spare but in a 
way it's difficult to divide it. 1 enjoy what I’m doing, 
so it doesn’t feel like work. I think I'm wonderfully 
lucky. 

“1 always wanted to write and act and I never had 
any desire to do anything else, f came to the end of 
my time at grammar school and the only possibility I 
could see forme to do the things I liked was to teach. 
1 went up to university reconciled to becoming a 
teacher. 

“Then one afternoon 1 remember getting very 
agitated about something somebody had written 
about something else had written about the poet 
Milton. 

“I suddenly thought, ‘Why are we all getting so 
angry about this? I really don't want to be writing 
about other people's work. I'd rather be producing 
the stuff in the first place'.” 

So how did Terry the writer and performer 
become a film director? “I started directing because 
Mike Palin and I became used to writing stuff that 
wouldn't end up as we'd imagined it,” he said. 

“Eventually we realised it was important to have 
control over all the different stages of production. 

“And now I think I would get very bored if 1 was 
just acting in something. When 1 did Personal 
Services, 1 became a bit bored because 1 was onyl 
directing it. I still enjoy performing but I'm the only 
director who offer es me a part!” 

Terry's wi fe Alison is a scientist and they have two 
children, .Sally, 16, and Bill, 13. 

He said: “1 wouldn’thaveany ambitions for them. 
It's up to them to have their own. Sally wants to open 
upashowshop. She’s very keen on design and wants 
to sell her creations. And Bill hasn't made up his 
min d yet. 

“But it's wonderful because they're really good 
friends, they get on so well. Bill's terribly easy-going, 
he hardly ever gets angry and Sally is very funny. 
Thet really love each other.” 

At the moment Terry is working on a new screen- 
play, Mirrorman. He said: “i spent four weeks 
working cn it and then I went off to Japan to 
promote Erik the Viking. The trouble was,-! had no 
ending for Mirrorman, 

“Now I’ve come back. I’ve gone right back to the 
beginning of itand I’m rewriting the whole thing. It’s 
a comedy about a man whose reflection comes alive. 
You never know, I might decide in a couple of weeks 
that I don’t like it and that it won't get anywhere.” 

Terry Jones writer, actor, director, cult figure can 
afford to change his mind.

Set reasonable exercise 
goals, than stick to them

QUESTION: I have never been one with a zest for 
athletics or exercise, but with the articles about the 
- benefits to be gained from a measure of physical 
fi Loess, I've tried to get into i l Although 1 purchased 
a home exercise machine and bought all the accepted 
clothes, I find, that, for a third time, my best inten- 
tions have led me nowhere. I want to get this thing 
going and will try one last time. I hope you may have 
some advice to help me make this time a success 
story. How about it? 

Answer: if ever I could relate to the problems 
presented by a reader in a question, this is certainly 
true of your example. Actually, 1 think there are 
more oj us than those muscular specimens, or the 
dedicated marathoners who can overcome the obs- 
tacles, and achieve a ievei of fitness we can only 
dream about. 

But there is help for those who are confirmed 
couch potatoes, and there is a richness of re wards to 
be gathered if we can get a few things in order and 
develop a plan that has merit. In your case, the first 
step is to reflect on past failures and try to discover 
what went wrong. Then make a determined effort to 
change those elements that caused you to abandon 
your activity, so they don’t interfere this time 
around. 

Apparently your equipment wasn't much fun, so 
this time choose activity that can enjoy. Walking, 


roller skating and swimming often can accomplish 
just as much as a workout as an expensive 
apparatus, and may be easier for you to complete. 

It is essential that you chose a time for exercise 
that has no or few conflicts with other schedules. 

Question: My fingemaflshaveamosi peculiar line 
growing across them from side to side. It looks as 
though my old nails are being replaced by another 
nail growing up over them. What caused this condi- 
tion, and is it something serious that 1 must now 
worry about? 

Answer: As with most questions like this one, I 
really wish 1 could see the condition.

Certainly thereis no need for worry of anxiety. As 
your nails continue to grow, the ridge will be pushed 
forward and out, and your nails will return to tbeir 
former look.

Chinese seek tourist earnings 


Backpackers unwanted

CHENGDU. China, (Reuter): China will soon 
relax restrictions on tourism in the Himalayan 
region of Tibet but budget backpackers, accused of 
inciting rebellion there in thq past, will remain 
barred, officials say. 

Drawn by Lhe recent lifting of martial law in the 
capital, Lhasa, scores or backpackers on shoestring 
budgets have begun filling cheap accommodation in 
this southwestern China city, dubbed by some 
travellers as “(he gateway to the roof of the world.” 

And even before the new rules have been announ- 
ced, semi-official travel agents here are assuring 
tourists of their skills in twisting, bending and cir- 
cumventing any legislation the central government 
can throw at them. 

“In China there are Lwo types of law — one is the 
central government’s law and the other is the 
provinces’ interpretation of it,” said the boss of one 
semi-official travel agency. 

“No. I’m wrong,” he continued. “I remember 
now. there are plenty oflaws but only if you have no 
money.” 

A senior tourism official in Chengdu, speaking on 
condition of anonymity, said a rule that only groups 
of three or more people could travel to Tibet would 
be scrapped and individuals would soon be allowed 
to go. 

But they would have to be on a package tour with 
a guide and a strict itinerary, lhe official said. 



Martial law was imposed in Lhasa on March 8, 
1989, after riots for Tibetan independence from 
China in which police shot dead SO Tibetans. lt was 
the most serious of several outbreaks of anti-Chin- 
ese unrest since 1987. 

After the riot, China accused foreigners of incit- 
ing rebellioin and singled out a Dutch woman 
accused of smuggling in a banned book by Tibet’s 
exiled spiritual leader, the Dalai Lama. 

China says it has ruled Tibet since the 1 3th cen- 
tury but many Tibetans and the Dalai Lama,- who 
fled his homeland before an armed Chinese 
intervention in 1959, dispute this. 

The Dalai Lama, still regarded as a god-king by 
Tibetan Buddhists, was awarded the Nobel peace 
prize last year for his "non-violent” struggle for 
Tibetan independence. 

About 3,600 tourists visited Tibet in 1 .989, a shaip 
drop from the peak year ofl987 when 43,000, 65 per 
cent of them budget backpackers, journeyed to one 
of the most remote parts of the world. . 

This year tourist authorities are hoping that 
12,000 guests will pay an officially recommended 
price oF $800 for a four-day, three-night stay in 
Lhasa. 

“We want fewer but higher-paying guests than 
before,” said the tourist official. “The backpackers 
spend almost nothing, stay for a long lime and stir 
up the Tibetans against us. We definitely do not 
want them.” 

Tibet is portrayed in tourist literature as a "land 
of snows'] where foreigners may witness Buddhist 
monks spinning prayer wheels or intoning ancient 
scriptures in lhe quiet recesses of monasteries. 

U is also a playground for mountaineers attempt- 
ing the highest mountains in the world, including 
Everest. 

Many backpackers newly arrived Chengdu said 
Tibet held an exquisite. mystique, derived from its 
isolation from the world through centuries under 
the theocratic rule of successive Dalai Lamas, each 
believed to be a reincarnation of his predecessor. 

“The Chinese have raped Tibet, 1 ’ said a back- 
packer from New York. “The Chinese have no right 
to stop us going there because Tibetis not China, it is
